The Window ; or, the Songs of the Wrens. By 
Alfred Tennyson; with Music by Arthur 
Sullivan. (Strahan & Co.) 

We shall, for two reasons, begin our notice 

of these little songs by quoting every word of 

their brief preface: and first, because a preface 
somewhat differently worded has already got 
into circulation :— 

“Four years ago Mr. Sullivan requested me to 
write a little song-cycle, German fashion, for him 
to exercise his art upon. He had been very suc- 
cessful in setting such old songs as ‘ Orpheus with 
his lute,’ and I drest up for him, partly in the old 
style, a puppet whose almost only merit is, perhaps, 
that it can dance to Mr. Sullivan’s instrument. 
Iam sorry that my four-year-old puppet should 
have to dance at all in the dark shadow of these 
days; but the music is now completed, and I am 
bound by my promise. A. TENNYSON.” 

“ December, 1870.” 

Our second reason for quoting this preface 
is, that we believe it simply represents the 
faets of the case, and these are of interest as 
connected with a name so high in the world 
of literature as that of the Poet Laureate. He 
was requested to write words for Mr. Sullivan 
to set to music, promised to do so, did it, 
reckons it, when done, but “a puppet,” and 
the time not very opportune for its appearance ; 
but, the music for the songs being composed, 
and—may we not guess?—the musician and 
the publisher naturally desirous to bring them 
out, Mr. Tennyson, not quite willingly, allows 
them to appear. So much for the history of 
the matter. 

The poet’s work here (the composer’s we 
shall treat of in detail presently) is certainly 
very slight, and we scarcely feel inclined to 
take it as work at all,—as something to be 
examined and tested in the same crucible as 
‘The Lotos Eaters,’ or ‘In Memoriam,’—but 
rather as a little hors-d’ceuvre, which will pro- 
bably neither enhance nor diminish in any 
perceptible degree the reputation of the great 
name appended to it. 

Having said thus much, we have now to add, 
that we find much beauty and grace in this 
“song-cycle” of twelve brief lyrics, many lines 
showing the magical touch we all know so 
well, and certain stanzas and complete poems 
with a ring that cannot fail to vibrate in the 
memory of all sympathetic hearers. The first 
song, for example, where the lover, on a windy 
morning, sees from the hillside his sweetheart’s 
window in the valley, has a great charm :— 

The lights and shadows fly! 

Yonder it brightens and darkens down on the plain, 
A jewel, a jewel dear to a lover’s eye! 

O is it the brook, or a pool, or her window-pane, 
When the winds are up in the morning? 


Clouds that are racing above, 
And winds and lights and shadows that cannot be still, 
All running on one way to the home of my love, 
You are all running on, and I stand on the slope of the 
hill 
And the winds are up in the morning! 


Follow, follow the chase! 
And my thoughts are as quick and as quick, ever 
on, on, on. 
O lights, are you flying over her sweet little face? 
And my heart is there before you are come and gone, 
When the winds are up in the morning! 


Follow them down the slope! 
And I follow them down to the window-pane of my 
dear, 





And it brightens and darkens and brightens like my 


ope: 
And it darkens and brightens and darkens like my fear. 

And the winds are up in the morning. 

The next, of which we give one stanza out 
of two, is very dainty, and cannot but be 
pleasing as a song—if sung in favourable 
circumstances :— 

Vine, vine and eglantine, 

Clasp her window, trail and twine! 

Rose, rose and clematis, 

Trail and twine and clasp and kiss, 

Kiss, kiss ; and make her a bower 

All of flowers, and drop me a flower, 
Drop me a flower. 

In the third, she is 

Gone ! 

Gone till the end of the year, 

Gone! and the light gone with her, and left me in the 
shadow here! 


The fourth sings of winter :— 


The frost is here, 

And fuel is dear, 

And woods are sear, 

And fires burn clear, 

And frost is here 

And has bitten the heel of the going year. 
Bite, frost, bite! 

You roll up away from the light 

The blue woodlouse, and the plump dormouse, 

And the bees are still’d, and the flies are kill’d, 

And you bite far into the heart of the house, 

But not into mine. 

Then springtime returns with 

Birds’ love and birds’ song 
Flying here and there. 
And he sends her a letter :— 
Shall I write to her? Shall I go? 
Ask her to marry me by and by ? 
In the seventh lyric he desponds :— 
The mist and the rain, the mist and the rain ! 
Is it ay or no? is it ay or no? 
And never a glimpse of her window-pane! 
And I may die but the grass will grow, 

And the grass will grow when I am gone, 

And the wet west wind and the world will go on. 

In the eighth, there being yet no answer, 
we find him exclaiming 

Winds are loud and you are dumb: 
Take my love, for love will come, 
Love will come but once a life. 

At last comes the longed-for answer, and he 
holds it, between hope and fear, looking on 
the seal: this little song has tenderness in it, 
along with a good dramatic touch :— 

Two little hands that meet, 
Claspt on her seal, my sweet! 
Must I take you and break you, 
Two little hands that meet? 
I must take you, and break you, 
And loving hands must part— 
Take, take—break, break— 
Break—you may break my heart. 
Faint heart never won— 
Break, break, and all’s done. 

In the next song (which Mr. Sullivan has 
not set) the accepted lover breaks into an 
ecstasy of joy :— 

Be merry, all birds, to-day, 

Be merry on earth as you never were merry before, 
Be merry in heaven, O larks, and far away, 

And merry for ever and ever, and one day more. 

Why? 
For it’s easy to find a rhyme. 
The rhyme is given in the last stanza: 
Why? 
For it’s ay ay ay, ay ay. 

The lover, who in a previous song has 
called his sweetheart “the Queen of the 
Wrens,” and proposes that they shall have “a 
nest together,” in this, compares himself to 
“the King of the Wrens, with a crown of 





fire.” The Wren element altogether, which 
may be supposed to indicate the insignificance 
of the two lovers, is, we submit, in questionable 
taste ; the allusions sound unnatural in the 
mouth of the soliloquizing amorist, and have 
in themselves a puerile effect. 

In the eleventh of the series, he presses the 
lady to “say when” :— 

Sun comes, moon comes, 
Time slips away. 

Sun sets, moon sets, 
Love, fix a day. 

The twelfth and last lyric brings us to the 
marriage morning. He sees her window again: 
Light, so low upon earth, 

You send a flash to the sun, 
Here is the golden close of love, 

All my wooing is done. 


Flash, I am coming, I come, 
By meadow and stile and wood : 
O lighten into my eyes and my heart, 
Into my heart and my blood! 
Heart, are you great enough 
For a love that never tires ? 
O heart, are you great enough for love? 
I have heard of thorns and briars. 
Over the thorns and briars, 
Over the meadows and stiles, 
Over the world to the end of it 
Flash for a million miles. 

Here is the Tennysonian touch, as we said. 
But the whole, from beginning to end, is a 
trifle; and no man, we are persuaded, would 
be more ready to count it such than the dis- 
tinguished poet himself. 


The tempo selected for No. 1, “The lights 
and shadows fly,” is that of animation min- 
gled with the agitation which would prompt 
a lover to identify the “jewel dear to his eye.” 
The accompaniment is that of restlessness, 
whilst the theme dwells on the ear, until the 
change comes in the excitement of following 
the chase, and the forcible expression is 
varied to passionate feeling by a clever 
crescendo rising into fiery passages. The 
composer has happily caught the poet’s intent 
and meaning. In the second air, “ Vine, vine and 
eglantine,” the time is two-four, allegretto con 
molto tenerezza—a serenade with a nice motif 
—and the whole noted with discriminating 
light and shade. In the third song, the six- 
eight time is again used, andantino quasi 
allegretto. The tone is plaintive, as befits the 
words, “Gone! gone till the end of the year,” 
the undercurrent of the accompaniment, full 
of fine thoughts and clever modulations. This 
melody cannot fail to move the sympathies 
either of singers thereof or listeners thereto. 
The effect of the pianzssimo at the close, “ He 
is there,” is really great after the whirlwind of 
the preceding passages. In No. 4, the music 
is more descriptive than passionate, the wintry 
theme predominant. Perhaps on the words 
“But not into mine” the treatment might 
have been more varied. In No. 5, three-four 
time is used, allegro scherzando: “ Birds’ love 
and birds’ song,” is playfully set, with no small 
infusion of dash to sustain the voice. No. 6 
is charming, an andante in two-four time, 
“‘ Where is another sweet as my sweet!” full of 
tenderness. In No. 7, “The mist and the 
rain,” the melody flows vigorously on a subject 
of itself unpretentious but elaborately devel- 
oped. No. 8 exhibits the skill of the musician 
in alternating the expressions of love declara- 
tion. It is an andante in three-four time. In 
No. 9, “ Two little hands that meet,” there is 
a remarkable change from despair’s depth to a 
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resolution that “faint heart never won.” It 
is alittlegem. In No. 10 the accompaniment 
is both ingenious and spirited. No. 11, “Light, 
so low upon earth,” closes the series, six-eight 
time, andante con moto, and will perhaps be 
the most admired, as echoing the poet’s inner- 
most ideas. Throughout this series of love-songs 
the composer has displayed as much judgment 
as fancy. It was not an easy task to vary the 
expressions of amatory feelings, but there is 
no sameness in the phrases, nor is there mono- 
tony in the reiteration of passionate passages. 
The compass of the voice has been in no 
degree strained, and there is no exaggeration 
in the pianoforte part—it illustrates and does 
not extinguish the singer’s notation. Mr. 
Sullivan, whilst showing himself to be a sound 
musician, has evinced fancy and feeling in 
setting poetry by such a master-hand. Some 
of these songs may still further exercise the 
composer’s skill when he scores them for a 
full orchestra. 








The Life and Letters of the Rev. Richard Harris 
Barham, Author of the Ingoldsby Legends, 
with a Selection from his Miscellanecus 
Poems. By his Son. 2 vols. (Bentley.) 

THE outline of the life of Richard Barham is 

soon told. He was born in Canterbury, in 

December, 1788. His education was received 

in old St. Paul’s School, and at Brasenose, 

Oxford. Intended for the law, he ultimately 

entered the church. Successively, Barham 

occupied two curacies and a small living in 

Kent, being afterwards promoted toa City bene- 

fice and a canonry in our metropolitan cathe- 

dral. He was also a novelist and a poet, a con- 
tributor to various periodicals, and altogether 

a good deal of what is understood by the 

phrase “a man about town.” Barham’s novels 

have had their day, but they may be read with 
pleasure. His Ingoldsby poems enjoy a “day” 
which is likely to last as long as the language 
in which they are written. Barham died in 

June, 1845. 

What Ingoldsby is like we all know. How 
Barham looked can hardly be recognized in 
the counterfeit presentment we have in his 
portrait. It may be a true, it certainly is not a 
flattered effigy. Mr. S. C. Hall, who knew him, 
does, in his ‘Old Memories,’ an office which 
is left unaccomplished by Barham’s son. The 
author of ‘Ingoldsby’ is there depicted of the 
old-fashioned hearty-parson quality ; thick-set, 
evidently not out of the mould of form ; with 
eyes singularly small and expressionless, pale, 
and fringed with lashes still paler. In his por- 
trait they look as if they were demurely laugh- 
ing at some jocund thought just born. No 
doubt, his face when in repose was dull and 


_ heavy. The head was not an heroic, or intel- 


lectual, or an especially characteristic head, 
such as Mr. Durham would like to render in 
marble. Quiescent, it had none of the racy 
Ingoldsby humour in it; but, when stirred by 
impulses sprung of good fellowship and a cud- 
gelling of brains, it became warm, full, bright, 
cheering as the sun. In many respects he was 
not unlike his own harp; whenever fittingly 
attuned, there was music for every theme ; 
nothing amiss came to the strings he at once 
powerfully and playfully swept. The gravest of 
subjects could be treated gaily by him, without 
losing any of their gravity. Barham was never 
of a mind to say: “Non hee jocose con- 





veniunt lyre!” His laughing truths were 
freighted with serious instruction. 

The memoirs of such a man must necessarily 
abound in reflections of the society in which 
he moved. This is pre-eminently the case in 
the volumes before us. Without ever alto- 
gether losing sight of Barham, we find our- 
selves attracted by numerous figures in the 
crowd in which he moved, or which moved 
about him. Now and then, the ear is struck 
by an old story ; but it generally proves to be 
a forgotten one, which we are not sorry to have 
recalled to us. Ever and anon, there comes 
a song or a stanza from the lips of Barham 
himself, and, accordingly, between him and 
his surroundings we find ourselves, like Mac- 
heath at Tyburn, in very good company indeed. 
The range is from royalty to the back slums, 
hideous palaces of the less fortunate princes of 
the family of the Sovereign people. We see 
George the Fourth, so to speak, in his robe de 
chambre. He is kind-hearted, but touchy. 
Like his brothers, he was musical. He could 
both play and sing very well indeed for a 
prince. But he wished to be ranked on an 
equality with professors. Some _ professors 
paid him the homage of placing him where he 
wished to be; but George the Fourth had 
friends who took the liberty of damning him 
with fainter praise, and therefore the Prince 
was as vexed as if he had been really a pro- 
fessor who might lose half-a-dozen pupils 
through discriminating criticism. Loyal people 
had not often the chance of hearing him con- 
descend to sing a response or two in the Chapel 
Royal; but they might be edified by not 
only the sight of the Duke of York, Bishop 
of Osnaburgh, fast asleep, but the sound of 
His Royal Highness snoring. As for another 
brother, the Duke of Clarence, he is to be met 
with in these pages with all his well-known 
peculiarities, in or out of chapel, royal or 
parochial. It is fortunate if he only nods an 
affirmative when the clergyman says “ Let us 
pray!” Occasionally, you may hear him reply- 
ing, “ Aye, aye; let us pray! let us pray!” 
with an interrogative look about him, as if he 
were asking the clerical gentleman or himself, 
“Why not? why not?” This sort of freedom 
the princes inherited from their father. ‘George 
the Third used to enter his silent protest against 
the Athanasian Creed by keeping his seat 
while it was being repeated. Freedom with 
sacred things went a little too far with one 
of the king’s sons, of whom it is said that 
being at a public dinner, and finding some 
delay at commencing it, the Prince sharply 
looked at the chaplain, and exclaimed, “ D— 
it! do say grace, and let us begin!” Of the 
Duke of Sussex there is a characteristic trait 
in an account of his visit to a collector of rare 
and ancient books. The Duke remarked that 
the most valuable were kept under lock and 
key,—a proceeding of which he expressed his 
approbation. The owner, of course, replied 
that such caution was quite unnecessary on 
that occasion. “ Notat all,” said the Duke; “if 
I saw a volume I wanted, I am not so sure 
that I could help taking it, if I had the oppor- 
tunity!” This was mere jocularity, but it 
illustrated the Duke’s passion for old books, 
and especially for old Bibles. 

On one occasion, Barham was suddenly 
encountered by a Queen—the late Queen of 
the Belgians. Dressed in a coat patched at 
the elbows, he was overhauling the Library of 











St. Paul’s, and was covered with dust and con- 
fusion. In the midst of it all appeared the 
awful Cap of Maintenance, followed by the 
Lord Mayor in full fig, with the prettiest and 
liveliest little Frenchwoman leaning on his 
arm. On showing her one of the MSS. the 
Queen asked its date. Barham “ unthinkingly 
referred to that of the Battle of Agincourt” ; 
an allusion, he adds, which a courtier would 
have shunned as a rock a-head, considering the 
figure an Orleans cut in that fight. To this 
we must remark that, saving the mischance of 
being captured, the Duke of Orleans behaved 
himself bravely in that battle ; and moreover 
that Valois duke transmitted little or no blood 
to the Bourbon Duke of Orleans, Louis Phi- 
lippe, the Queen’s father. However, Barham 
will have it that it was a gaucherie, in 
order that he may remark that after all “it 
was not so bad as the gentleman who told 
Prince Eugene that a certain event took place: 
in the year the Countess of Soissons (his 
mother) poisoned her husband!” The Queen 
had the date of Agincourt correctly, and 
simply said “Ah! 1415.” Barham was saved 
from further observation by the Dundrearyism 
of a poor gentleman in waiting, who looked at 
the MS. as if he could read it, and then blandly 
inquired when it was printed! The Queen 
turned to him briskly, and said, “‘ You see it 
is a manuscript”: which was just what Dun- 
dreary did not see. He was, however, not 
more of a simpleton than the conceited student 
in the Lambeth Library, who refused all aid 
towards deciphering an ancient MS., and who 
was found trying to make it out with the docu- 
ment turned upside down. 

There are whole crowds of aristocrats, com- 
moners, clergy, lawyers, actors, and others 
thronging these pages. In the two volumes 
indeed there are stories enough to set a mam 
well up in parties for half a score winters. For 
those who delight in the supernatural there 
are ghost stories, numerous enough to fur- 
nish any number of country houses not yet 
provided with terrible or humorous spectres. 
In the latter respect they are often more amus- 
ing than the peers, though there are some 
excellent illustrations of the latter, from Lord 
Chancellors to the simple Barons. For those 
who delight in reading epistolary correspon- 
dence there are letters of nearly as many 
descriptions as Polonius detailed with regard 
to what the actors could do for the royal 
amusement of the Danish king and court. 
The professed wits have the best of the stories, 
which is not invariably the case. Poole, for 
instance, said a smart thing when the Duke 
of Beaufort told him he had left his card at 
Lord de Roos’s. His lordship had been sus- 
pected of cheating at whist. “Did he mark 
it?” said Poole-—“ Of course not,” answered 
the Duke.—‘ Then it’s clear,” replied Poole, 
“that he did not consider it an honour.” 

One of the most conspicuous men of Bar- 
ham’s day was the “Right Hon. John Wilson 
Croker.” This personage, who so well “ served” 
the Government of his time, and who waited 
till Moore was dead in order to attack him, 
appears in these pages as one of the rudest of 
men. It is fair, however, to note that the 
story rests on the authority of Hook. The 
latter stated that he and Croker, visiting Sir 
Edward Sugden, the present Lord St. Leonards, 
at Boyle Farm, the host met them in the hall, 


where stood a copy of an ancient vase. Sir 
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Edward told his visitors that it was a fac- 
simile of the Warwick Vase. “Aye,” returned 
Croker, who remembered that Sir Edward’s 
father was a hair-dresser, “it’s very handsome ; 
but don’t you think a copy of the Barberini 


one would be more appropriate?” Let us hope- 


that this is not true; it is far more probable 
that the thought presented itself to Hook’s 
mind, that he had too much delicacy to give 
it expression, but that sooner than that the 
wit should be lost, he told the story, and mis- 
chievously assigned it to Croker. Hook’s own 
wit could be rough enough, but he could dis- 
criminate. One of his happiest allusions was 
made to the Duke of Rutland, who, observing 
Hook looking about the hall, as they were 
leaving the Marquis of Hertford’s, asked him 
what he had lost. ‘My hat,” replied Hook ; 
“if I had had as good a beaver (Belvoir) as 
your Grace, I should have taken better care 
of it.” It was to be expected that these 
volumes would sparkle and crackle with the 
sayings and doings of Hook. Some of them 
occasionally, with a difference, are toldin Bar- 
ham’s ‘Life of Hook,’ but there are many 
samples that will be new to the reader. We 
can laugh again at Hook behind the scenes, 
appointed to roar as the Wood Demon, shout- 
ing through a speaking-trumpet, “Sheridan 
for ever!” Probably Hook’s own humour for 
bewildering others was the consequence of 
a trick played on him by Byron, at Harrow. 
Byron took Hook into the square, showed him 
a window, at which Mrs. Drury (the head 
master’s wife) was undressing, and giving him 
a stone, bade him knock out her eye with it! 
The stone was thrown, a pane was broken, 
the boys fled, and the next morning there was 
general talk as to the outrage, and particular 
anxiety on the part of Hook, to whom Byron 
privately remarked, “Well, my fine fellow, 
you’ve done it! She had but one eye, in 
truth, and it’s gone!” Hook’s fright was 
great, but there was born of it a desire to 
mystify others, as he soon found he himself 
had been mystified. In anecdotes of Hook, 
and illustrations of his life, these volumes are 
as rich as the biography of the reckless Theo- 
dore, written by Barham himself. Some of the 
stories are identical ; others are told with a 
difference. They are all good in their various 
ways. Of stories of commoners in a humbler, 
but certainly not less honourable way of life 
than Hook’s, there are also abundant samples. 
In some of these there is a touch of farce, 
as, for example, in the case of the advertising 
clerk, before whom Dr. Hume placed a 
“death,” and five shillings for its insertion, 
The clerk looked at it, and said, *‘Seven and 
sixpence!” The doctor remarked that he 
had never paid more than five shillings for 
such a simple insertion. ‘Simple !” exclaimed 
the clerk ; “‘ why he’s ‘universally beloved and 
deeply regretted!’ Seven and six!” 

The volumes contain abundance of literary 
history, which is too long for extract, but it 
will well repay perusal. Of literary people there 
are crowds. Here are “room and company,” 
the last time Theodore Hook dined out, at 
least at Barham’s residence :— 


“May 5.—Dinner party here: Lord Nugent, 
Fitzroy Stanhope, Serjeant Talfourd, John Adol- 
phus, Theodore Hook, Dr. White, Frank Fladgate, 
George Raymond, and Dick. Anecdote told of 
the marriage of the Hon. Mr. D: , son of Lord 
G : ‘As the happy pair were starting on their 











wedding tour, the lady’s maid was for putting a 
huge bandbox into the carriage. Mr. D—— was 
about to make room for it, at some little inconveni- 
ence, when an old French valet who had long lived 
in the family touched his young master’s elbow and 
said softly, “ No, no, sare! turn him out ;—bandbox 
to-day, bandbox all your life!”’ This was the last 
time that Theodore Hook dined at Amen Corner ; 
he was unusually late, and dinner was served before 
he made his appearance. Mr. Barham apologized 
for having sat down without him, observing that 
he had quite given him up, and had supposed 
‘that the weather had deterred him.’—‘Oh!’ replied 
Hook, ‘I had determined to come weather or no.’ 
He ate literally nothing but one large slice of 
cucumber, but seemed in tolerable spirits; and 
towards the end of the evening the slight indica- 
tions of effort which were at first visible had com- 
pletely disappeared. Lord Nugent, who had never 
met him before, was exceedingly desirous of hearing 
one of his extempore songs, but my father, certain 
that he was ill, interfered and saved him that 
exertion. From this time his disease made rapid 
progress, and he dined from home but twice after- 
wards, once at Lord Harrington’s, and once, I 
believe, with his friend Major Clarke. Mr. Barham 
saw him but once again; on July 29, about a month 
before his decease, the former spent the morning 
with him at Fulham.” 

In Barham’s letters there was always a 
sprinkling of fun and anecdote. We give one 
taste of the writer’s quality in this respect. 
It refers to the then existing firm of Saunders 
& Otley :— 

“Speaking of that firm, I don’t know whether 
I told you of young Sutton, Lord Canterbury’s son, 
calling there one day very angry because they had 
not sent him some books he had ordered. He was, 
as usual, pretty warm—so much so, that one of the 
partners could bear it no longer, and told him 
as much. ‘I don’t know who you are,’ was the 
answer, ‘ but 1 don’t want to annoy you personally, 
as you may not be the one in fault; it’s your con- 
founded house that I blame. You may be Otley, or 
you may be Saunders; if you are Saunders, d—— 
Otley ; if you are Otley, d—— Saunders! I mean 
nothing personal to you. —A mode of getting out 
of a scrape that would do honour to the great Dan 
O’Connell himself.” 

To many readers the chief attractions of 
these volumes will probably be found in the 
many samples of Barham’s humour as it was 


playfully illustrated in verse. These will be 


new to most readers, and welcomed by all. 
They joyously terminate a work every page of 
which has some illustration of life in its various 
shadows and sun-bursts. In this there is the 
eulogy, and also the best description of the 
Life and Letters, edited by Barham’s son. 








The Earthly Paradise : a Poem. 
Morris. Part IV. (Ellis.) 
In this Fourth Part Mr. Morris carries through 
to its conclusion, with unflagging power and 
interest, his great story-telling enterprise. 
There are five and-twenty stories in all, told 
to each other throughout a year, “in some 
Western Land,” by the natives, on one part, 
who are descendants of old Greek colonists, 
and by certain Norse folk on the other, who 
have arrived thither after many wanderings in 
their vain search for an Earthly Paradise they 
had heard tell of. This part contains, as told 
in the months of January, February and March, 
the stories of ‘The Golden Apples,’ ‘ The 
Fostering of Aslaug,’ ‘ Bellerophon at Argos,’ 
‘The Ring Given to Venus,’ ‘ Bellerophon in 
Lycia,’ and ‘ The Hill of Venus.’ The two 
Bellerophons are really one story divided, 
occupying about 220 pages out of the 440, 
the others being comparatively brief. The

first tale is a very delightful version, at once 
rich and simple, of how Hercules took away 
the fruit of Hesperus from its serpent-guarded 
tree. The Strong Man and his old companion 
(who is no other than Nereus, “the Shepherd 
of the Shore”) come down to the margin of 
a bay, where 
A ship of Tyre was swinging nigh the shore, 
Her folk for sailing handling rope and oar. 

Fresh was the summer morn, a soft wind stole 
Down from the sheep-browsed slopes the cliffs that 

crowned, 

And ruffled lightly the long gleaming roll 
Of the peaceful sea, and bore along the sound 
Of shepherd-folk and sheep and questing hound ; 
For in the first dip of the hillside there 
Lay bosomed ’mid its trees a homestead fair. 


They bargain for their passage with the 
shipmen, and set sail, the Strong Man sitting 
in “the plunging prow,” gazing forwards with 
wide eyes, old Nereus ’mid the sailors in the 
stern, “ telling them tales that no man there 
forgat.” The ship, after a tempest, touches 
a strange land, 
too fair for those 
Who needs must die ; moreover they could see 


A furlong off, twixt apple-tree and rose, 
A brazen wall that gleamed out wondrously, 


Hercules and Nereus land, followed timidly 
by two sailors; they reach the brazen wall, 
and ‘a’ strangely-wrought and iron-covered 
door,” which Hercules dashes to pieces with 
his club :— 


The Strong Man entered, but his fellow stayed, 
Leaning against a tree-trunk as they deemed. 
They faltered now, and yet all things being weighed 
Went on again; and thought they must have dreamed 
Of the old man, for now the sunlight streamed 
Full on the tree he had been leaning on, 
And him they saw not go, yet was he gone: 

Only a slim green lizard flitted there 
Amidst the dry leaves ; him they noted nought, 
But trembling, through the doorway ’gan to peer, 
And still of strange and dreadful saw not aught, 
Only a garden fair beyond all thought, 
And there, ’twixt sun and shade, the Strong Man went 
On some long-sought-for end belike intent. 


He arrives at the three naked damsels, and 
the tree, with the great serpent coiled around 
it, when, after some parley, 


like a pillar of black smoke, 
Swift, shifting ever. drave the worm at him ; 








and twisted round his limbs,— 


Until the godlike fury of his mood 
Burst from his heart in one great shattering cry, 
And rattling down the loosened coils did lie ; 

And from the torn throat and crushed dreadful head 
Forth flowed a stream of blood along the grass ; 
Bright in the sun he stood above the dead, 

Panting with fury; yet as ever was 

The wont of him, soon did his anger pass, 
And with a happy smile at last he turned 
To where the apples o’er the water burned. 


He takes the golden apples; and on their 
homeward voyage Nereus tells the sailors 
a tale of how he himself was overcome by 
Hercules, and forced to be his companion in 
this adventure :— 


Soon found the sea-god that his bodily might 
Was nought in dealing with Jove’s dear one there ; 
And soon he ’gan to use his magic sleight ; 

Into a lithe leopard, and a hugging bear 

He turned him ; then the smallest fowl of air 
The straining arms of Hercules must hold, 
And then a mud-born wriggling eel and cold. 


Then as the firm hands mastered this, forth brake 
A sudden rush of waters all around, 
Blinding and choking: then a thin green snake 
With golden eyes ; then o'er the shell-strewn ground 
Forth stole a fly the least that may be found ; 
Then earth and heaven seemed wrapped in one huge 


flame, 
But from the midst thereof a voice there came: 
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*‘ Kinsman and stout-heart, thou hast won the day, 
Nor to my grief: what would’st thou have of me?” 
And therewith to an old man small and grey 
Faded the roaring flame, who wearily 
Sat down upon the sand and said, “ Let be! 

I know thy tale; worthy of help thou art ; 
Come now, a short way hence will there depart 


A ship of Tyre for the warm southern seas, 
Come we a-board ; according to my will 
Her way shall be.” 

And when his tale was done, 
The old man faded out into the air, 
And from his place flew forth a seaman fair. 

The sailors make an offering to Nereus, 
and return home safely,— 

Nor failed at last the flesh of beasts to burn 
In Nereus’ house, turned toward the bright day’s end 
On the last ness round which the wild goats wend. 

The few sad and obscure final words given 
to Hercules appear to us to be out of character 
and out of place—purely “subjective,” as the 
Germans would say, in the midst of an admir- 
able specimen of “ objective” narration. 

‘The Fostering of Aslaug,’ in octosyllabic 
verse, is full of beauty ; telling how the child 
was carried away by old Heimir, her foster- 
father, in the hollow of his harp, of his mur- 
der, and her adoption by a pair of cruel old 
cottagers, whose hests she obeyed, but all the 
while pretending to be deaf and dumb, and of 
how King Rugnar found and loved ‘her in her 
poor array, and made her his queen. The 
dreams at the end, and some other passages, 
might perhaps be called surplusage. The land- 
scapes, as usual with our author, are painted 
with a touch at once firm and fine, as in this 
little example :— 


So wore the spring, and summer came, 
And went, and all the woods did flame 
With autumn, as in that old tide 
When slowly by the mirk hill-side 
Went Heimir to his unseen death : 

Then came the first frost’s windless breath, 
The steaming sea, the world all white, 
And glittering morn and silent night. 


‘Bellerophon’ is both the longest and the 
most splendid of the compositions in this 
volume. The opening scene, of the hunting 
party, is wonderfully picturesque, but, as this 
poet’s manner is, so diffuse as to prevent its 
extract in such a notice as the present. The 
first part of the story tells of the hero’s 
sojourn at King Preetus’s court, of Queen 
Sthenobeea’s unhappy love for him. The 
excellence, it seems to us, is mainly in the 
narrative parts. The stormy scene between 
the King and Queen, and the subsequent soli- 
loquy, have a spun-out air, and leave us cold. 
The picture of Sthenobeea has tragic traits ; 
but no real tragic interest in the character of 
such a fantasy-piece is possible, save of the 
broadest and simplest kind. The Queen 
falsely accuses Bellerophon, whom Preetus 
cannot bring himself to slay, but sends him 
away to Lycia with a letter (enjoining his 
death) to the king of that land. His sailing, 
like all such scenes in the book, is admirably 
done :— 


As up the mast clattering the great rings ran, 
And back the hawser to the ship was cast, 

The helmsman took the tiller, and at last 

The head swung round, trimly the great sail drew, 
The broad bows pierced the land of fishes through, 
Unheard the red wine fe!l from out the cup 

Into the noisy sea; and then rose up 

The cloud of incense-smoke a little way, 

But driven from the prow, with the white spray 
It mingled, and a little dimmed the crowd 

Of white-head waves ; then rose the sea-song loud, 
While on the stern still stood Bellerophon, 
Bidding farewell to what of life was gone, 





Pensive, but smiling somewhat to behold 

The lengthening wake, and field, and hill, and wold, 
And white-walled Argos growing small astern, 

That he the pleasure of the gods might learn. 

Sthenobcea, maddened at her loss, flings her- 
self into the sea. The Lycian king, Jobates, 
throws Bellerophon often in the way of death, 
but out of every trial he carries greater honour, 
and at last, after killing the Chimera, wins 
the King’s noble-hearted and beauteous daugh- 
ter and a share in the kingship. The Chimera 
is exceedingly dreadful ; the whole impression 
can by no means be conveyed in an extract. 
The poem abounds in fine pieces of description 
and landscape. And here we may note that 
(barring an olive here and an iceberg there) 
the landscapes and seasons throughout the 
work are essentially English. ‘‘Green corn- 
fields of the June-tide” are just the same in 
Asia Minor as in Hampshire or Kent. 

The remaining two stories are less impor- 
tant. In ‘The Ring Given to Venus,’ the 
one incident, which in its old form was given 
in perhaps a dozen or twenty lines, is by effort 
expanded to but little purpose; and ‘ The 
Hill of Venus,’ in spite of many strong words, 
causes (to judge from ourselves) no emotion in 
the reader. All the feelings described are too 
unreal even for the privileges of fiction. The 
Epilogue is mere sadness, Those old men, the 
story-tellers, 

Meseems 
What’er the tale may know of what befell 
Their lives henceforth I would not have it tell; 


Since each tale’s ending needs must be the same : 


And we men call it Death. 
* * * * * 


A long life gone, and nothing more they know, 
Why they should live to have desire and foil, 
And toil, that overcome, brings yet more toil, 
Than that day of their vanished youth, when first 
They saw Death clear, and deemed all life accurst 
By that cold overshadowing threat,—the End. 

* * * * * 


—Ah, could I speak the word that in me is!— 

I dare not, lest to cursing it should turn. 

But hearken—if Death verily makes Love burn, 

It is because we evermore should ery, 

If we had words, that we might never die: 

Words fail us: therefore, “ O thou Death,” we say, 
“Thus do we work that thou mayst take away! 

Look at this beauty of young children’s mirth, 

Soon to be swallowed by thy noiseless dearth! 

Look at this faithful love that knows no end 

Unless thy cold thrill through it thou shouldst send ! 
Look at this hand ripening to perfect skill 

Unless the fated measure thou shouldst fill ; 

This eager knowledge that would stop for nought, 
Unless thy net both chase and hunter caught ! 

—O Death! with deeds like these ’gainst thee we pray, 
That thou, like those thou slewest, mayst pass away!” 


And these folk—these poor tale-tellers, who strove 
In their wild way the heart of Death to move, 
E’en as we singers, and failed, e’en as we,— 
Surely on their side I at least will be, 
And deem that when at last, their fear worn out, 
They fell asleep, all that old shame and doubt, 
Shamed them not now, nor did they doubt it good, 
That they in arms against that Death had stood. 


Ah me! all praise and blame, they heed it not ; 
Cold are the yearning hearts that once were hot; 
And all those images of love and pain, 

Wrought as the year did wax, perfect, and wane, 
If they were verily loving there alive, 

No pleasure to their tale-tellers could give. 

And thou, O tale of what these sleepers were, 
Wish one good-night to them thou holdest dear, 
Then die thyself, and let us go our ways, 

And live awhile amid these latter days! 


In ‘L’Envoi,’ our author commends his 
work to his “ master, Geoffry Chaucer”; and 
truly nothing so like in substance and style 
to that great poet has appeared in English 
poetry. We do not pretend to take upon us 








to settle the future place of ‘The Earthly Para- 
dise,’ but we must remark that it is one thin 
to write like Chaucer, however well that feat 
be performed, and another to write as Chaucer 
wrote. The substance of Chaucer’s writing was 
composed of the things and thoughts of his 
own time, in the language of his own time, 
and in metre, we doubt not, as skilful and 
melodious as that language allowed. Mr, 
Morris's poetry, as a whole, is essentially 
archaic both in matter and in manner. 

But we must hasten on to another consider- 
ation, which it seems very important not to 
omit. This book of stories ‘The Earthly Para- 
dise,’ will be accepted by many as the key toa 
land of enchantments,—a new Arabian Nights. 
The narrator is full of a certain kind of force and 
skill, and abounds in various knowledge. He 
is wonderfully copious and picturesque : at the 
same time he is monotonous, caring for only a 
very few aspects of human life and character. 
He gives the same poetic colouring to his Norse 
and his Greek tales. Still his narrative power 
is really extraordinary ; and for those who love 
to sit rapt in fair dreams of the by-gone, his 
book would be a treasure-house, a palace of 
delights, but for one thing which spoils all—an 
ominous sound which is continually breaking 
in like the toll of a knell—death ! death! death ! 

The dread of death hanging over all the 
author’s thoughts, a dark and inevitable horror 
appears everywhere throughout the book, in 
season and out of season, and in ‘L’Envoi’ he 
takes care to enforce its reality : we must quote 
some verses—the Book addressing Chaucer :— 

O Master, O thou great of heart and tongue, 
Thou well mayst ask me why I wander here, 
In raiment rent of stories oft besung ! 

But of thy gentleness draw thou anear, 
And then the heart of one who held thee dear 


Mayst thou behold! So near as that I lay 
Unto the singer of an empty day. 


For this he ever said, who sent me forth 
To seek a place amid thy company ; 
That howsoever little was my worth, 
Yet was he worth e’en just so much as I; 
He said that rhyme hath little skill to lie; 
Nor feigned to cast his worser part away 
In idle singing for an empty day. 


I have beheld him tremble oft enough 
At things he could not choose but trust to me, 
Although he knew the world was wise and rough: 
And never did he fail to let me see 
His love—his folly and faithlessness, maybe; 
And still in turn I gave him voice to pray 
Such prayers as cling about an empty day. 


Thou, keen-eyed, reading me, mayst read him 
through, 
For surely little is there left behind: 
No power great deeds unnameable to do ; 
No knowledge for which words he may not find, 
No love of things as vague as autumn wind— 
—Earth of the earth lies hidden by my clay, 
The idle singer of an empty day! 


Children we twain are, saith he, late made wise 
In love, but in all else most childish still, 
And seeking still the pleasure of our eyes, 
And what our ears with sweetest sounds may fill ; 
Not fearing Love, lest these things he should kill ; 
Howe’er his pain by pleasure doth he lay, 


Making a strange tale of an empty day. 
Death have we hated, knowing not what it meant; 
Life have we loved, through green leaf and through 


sere, 

Though still the less we knew of its intent : 

The Earth and Heaven through countless year on 
year, 

Slow changing, were to us but curtains fair, 

Hung round about a little room, where play 

Weeping and laughter of man’s empty day. 


We do not think (far from it) that a writer 
ought to use pretence and concealment. This 
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mood of doubt and fear as to the future is 
among other moods natural to man, and has 
been fitly said and sung by many men; but 
we say that in a book of fanciful tales, to 
thrust it upon us persistently and unmercifully, 
is neither wise nor artist-like. In the shape of 
old stories, and in the art of Chaucerian verse, 
we have modern scepticism goading itself into 
mere hopelessness as to the value and destiny 
of human nature. Such a view may admit 
of grave and careful discussion : such a mood 
may be permitted some brief lyrical expression 
in poetry; but that it should be dominant in 
such a book as this is truly unfortunate. 

And why is this “‘an empty day”? Has love, 
has courage, fled the earth since the disuse of 
medieval garments? Is human life emptier 
than ever it was? But space fails us. Mr. 
Morris is still a young man, and may live (we 
trust so) to repent of infusing into his fine 
Book of Tales so unwholesome an ingredient. 








The Life of Isambard Kingdom Brunel, Civil 
Engineer. By Isambard Brunel, B.C.L. 
(Longmans & Co.) 

Few readers will peruse this biography without 

recalling the story of the younger Brunel’s chief 

professional rival, Robert Stephenson, and ob- 
serving the several points of resemblance and 
difference in the fortunes and mental charac- 
teristics of the two engineers, who will descend 
to posterity as the most able and conspicuous 
representatives of English mechanical enterprise 
in the earlier half of the nineteenth century. 
The sons of engineers, whose names will be 
always memorable in the annals of British 
industry, each of the generous rivals was 
largely indebted to his father’s genius and 
instructions, and reproduced in a remarkable 
manner his sire’s intellectual characteristics. 
Born within three years of the other’s birth, 
each of them rose suddenly to lucrative em- 
ployment and social notoriety in early manhood; 
and from the opening of the period of railway 
speculation to the autumn when they expired 
almost simultaneously, they were so frequently 
found in public conflict and private co-operation 
that the history of the one necessarily involves 
consideration of the other. That their friend- 
ship was unbroken, notwithstanding the fervour 
and frequency of their contentions on profes- 
sional questions, is a fact equally creditable 
to both; for if it speaks much for the younger 

Brunel’s amiability that he never cherished 

animosity against the competitor who van- 

quished him in the battle of the gauges and 
the controversy of the Atmospheric System, 
considerateness and kindliness must have dis- 
tinguished the engineer whose opposition never 
stirred the resentment of his worsted antagonist. 

In several respects Isambard Kingdom 

Brunel began the race of life more fortunately 

than Robert Stephenson, whose preliminary 

education was notably inferior to the early 
training of his more brilliant but less prosperous 
contemporary. Though George Stephenson 
was certainly not deficient in affectionate 
tenderness for his only child, he cannot be 
commended for giving him liberal instruction 
in his boyhood, At a time when the Killing- 

worth mechanician was earning nearly 200/. 

a-year, he spent no more than a few pence 

per week on the lad’s instruction. at a cheap 
village school; and after placing him at Dr. 

Bruce’s academy in Newcastle, where the 





annual cost of the day-pupil’s training did not 
altogether exceed an annual charge of ten 
pounds, the parsimonious and illiterate parent 
made no provision for his offspring’s partici- 
pation in the higher culture of the seminary. 
The same stinginess and illiberality marked 
George Stephenson’s subsequent arrangements 
for his only child. It was with the greatest 
difficulty that the risen workman’s advisers 
could persuade him to send the lad for a few 
months to Edinburgh; and on the termination 
of his brief residence in the Scotch capital, 
Robert Stephenson, as the apprentice of a 
colliery-viewer, acquired the rudiments of en- 
gineering science under circumstances of dis- 
advantage and discouragement. The case was 
far otherwise with the younger Brunel, who, 
born the son of a gentleman, was educated 
from his infancy to play a gentleman’s part 
in the world. In 1814, the ninth year of his 
age, he was sent to the school of the Rev. 
Weeden Butler, who resided near the boy’s 
home at Chelsea ; and after undergoing a course 
of preparatory education in Mr. Butler’s estab- 
lishment, and receiving from his father such 
instruction in the elements of Euclid as George 
Stephenson was qualified neither to impart nor 
to receive, he was placed at Dr. Morell’s school, 
at Hove, near Brighton, where the litile fellow 
was a pupil when, in his fourteenth year, he 
wrote home— 

“T have past Sallust some time, but I am sorry 
to say I did not read all, as Dr. Morell wished me 
to get into another class. I am at present reading 
Terence and Horace. I like Horace very much, 
but not as much as Virgil. As to what I am 
about, I have been making half-a-dozen boats 
lately, till I have worn my hands to pieces. I have 
also taken a plan of Hove, which is a very amusing 
job. Ishould be very much obliged to you if you 
would ask papa (I hope he is quite well and hearty), 
whether he would lend me his long measure. It is 
along eighty-foot tape : he will know what I mean. 
I will take care of it, for I want to take an exact 
plan, though this is pretty exact, I think. I have 
also been drawing a little. I intend to take a view 
of all (about five) the principal houses in that great 
town, Hove. I have already taken one or two.” 

It is recorded of the future engineer that, 
whilst he was one of Dr. Morell’s “young 
friends,” he demonstrated his possession of the 
engineer's eye and judgment by making a bet 
that a certain building in Hove would fall 
during the ensuing night. ‘ He had noticed 
the bad way in which the work was done, and 
that the stormy weather, which appeared to be 
setting in for the night, would probably blow 
the walls down. In the morning he claimed 
the wager, for the buildings had fallen in the 
night.” On leaving this school, where he was 
encouraged to exercise his faculties with a view 
to their efficient use in his future vocation, he 
entered his father’s office, and, as his father’s 
pupil, enjoyed the advantages of a training far 
more comprehensive and scientific than that of 
the young Northumbrian colliery-viewer, who 
was destined to be his principal competitor, 
and give him a fall in more than one memorable 
struggle. Whilst Robert Stephenson was in 
South America, vainly fighting with difficulties 
thrown upon him as the engineer of an unsound 
and disastrous mining enterprise, the subject 
of the present memoir was his father’s “ right- 
hand man” at the tardily progressing works of 
the Thames Tunnel. ‘‘Isambard’s vigilance 
and constant attendance,” the proud father 
wrote in his diary, “ were of great benefit. He 
is, in every respect, a most useful coadjutor 





in this undertaking.” The boy was always 
ready for every emergency, and displayed an 
abundance of activity and promptitude during 
those irruptions of the river, which encouraged 
croakers to prophesy the eventual failure of 
the daring project. “The Rotherhithe curate,” 
the elder Brunel remarked in his notes respect- 
ing one of these mishaps, “in his sermon to-day, 
adverting to the accident, said it was a fatal 
accident ; that it was but a just judgment 
on the presumptuous aspirations of mortal 
man, &c. The poor man!” In falsifying the 
predictions of this somewhat presumptuous 
preacher, the boy Brunel was largely instru- 
mental ; and in recognition of his services, he 
was appointed to be the resident engineer of 
the Thames Tunnel, “during the later and more 
arduous part of the contest, which was ended 
by the irruption of 1828,” the date at which 
the younger Stephenson, after returning from 
South America, established himself in New- 
castle, as resident engineer of the new steam- 
locomotive manufactory. The time was fast 
approaching when the young men would rise 
with astonishing quickness to be leaders of 
their profession, and the directors of works, in 
which the subject of this biography displayed 
his father’s versatility, daring, and taste for 
the elaboration of details, whilst the originator 
of tubular bridges exhibited in a no less striking 
manner his sire’s business-like prudence and 
the almost excessive caution, which saved him 
from Brunel’s brilliant errors, and contributed 
largely to his own enrichment. How rapidly 
young Brunel came to the front rank of the 
not numerous army of the civil engineers, 
who were so fortunate as to live forty years 
since, in the palmy days of their profession, 
may be learnt from the passage in his diary, 
where, after mentioning his appointment to be 
engineer to the Great Western Railway Com- 
pany, he remarks, with exultation— 

“The railway is now in progress. I am _ thus 
engineer to the finest work in England. A 
handsome salary, on excellent terms with my 
directors, and all going smoothly. But what 
a fight we have had, and how near defeat! and 
what a ruinous defeat it would have been! It 
is like looking back on a fearful pass; but we 
have succeeded. And it is not this alone, but 
everything I have been engaged in has been 
successful. Clifton Bridge—my first child, my 
darling, is actually going on ; recommenced work 
last Monday—glorious! . . . I think this forms a 
pretty list of real sound professional work, un- 
sought for on my part, that is, given to me fairly 
by the respective parties—all, except the Wear 
Docks, resulting from the Clifton Bridge, which 
I fought hard for, and gained only by persevering 
struggles. ... And this at the age of twenty-nine. 
Ireally can hardly believe it, when I think of it. 
IT am just leaving 53, Parliament Street, where I 
may say I have made my fortune, or rather, the 
foundation of it, and I have taken 18, Duke Street.” 

Had the writer of this exulting survey of 
his rising fortunes possessed a larger amount 
of the prudence and moderation that were 
amongst his rival’s most distinctive qualities 
he would have been a more completely suc- 
cessful man. His lack of those endowments 
prevented his attainment of the material pros- 
perity which Robert Stephenson acquired less 
for his own than his friend’s enjoyment. 


The biographies of great engineers are seldom 
very entertaining to the general reader, who is 
deficient in the special information and abilities 
requisite for the comprehension of scientific 
accounts of vast mechanical achievements. 
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Mr. Smiles’s uniformly erroneous narrative of 
George Stephenson’s career is, perhaps, the 
only instance of an engineer’s biography that 
has been widely popular; but the elder 
Stephenson performed no works whose ade- 
quate destription demands those enumerations 
of details which are necessarily wearisome to 
the. majority of perusers, and his historian 
could plead in palliation of his amusing 
misrepresentations that, in sacrificing truth to 
dramatic effect, he adopted the only course by 
which he could have produced an exciting 
book. The present memoir is no exception to 
the general heaviness of engineers’ biographies. 
It furnishes, however, careful and trustworthy 
accounts of the younger Brunel’s works on 
twelvehundred miles of railway, his professional 
controversies, and hischaracteristic experiments 
in ship-building. The statement of his advocacy 
of the Atmospheric Railway System is satisfac- 
tory, but the story has been so recently given 
in the ‘ Life of Robert Stephenson’ that it will 
appear to the general reader a mere re-told tale. 
The same may be said of the chapter on the 
Broad Gauge, in which the author, whilst dis- 
playing, on the whole, a commendable frank- 
ness, fails to give sufficient prominence to the 
inconsistencies which marked his father’s argu- 
ments in behalf of the wide railway. But, 
though it contains much which has been told 
with almost wearisome repetition in the last few 
years, and much more which none but engineers 
will care to study, it is not altogether deficient 
in personal interest. The son says little of the 
private life and pleasures of his father ; but all 
that he says on these topics is pleasant, and 
stimulates the reader’s appetite for more. Whe- 
ther it exhibits him travelling for pleasure with 
congenial companions, or entertaining friends 
in his handsome house, or suffering under the 
well-known consequences of his mischance with 
a half-sovereign, the memoir demonstrates that 
the engineer was a most amiable and charming 
member of society. Nor can the author be 
charged with having fallen into the besetting 
sin of filial biographers. In the whole book 
we have not come upon a single utterance of 
extravagant eulogy. In all that the writer says 
of his father’s nice sense of honour we cordially 
concur. There are those, no doubt, who will 
smile at the passage which assures them that 
“the interests of those by whom he was 
employed” were always paramount with the 
engineer over all other considerations. But, 
though the younger Brunel was on more than 
‘one occasion a calamitous adviser so far as 
the pecuniary interests of his clients were con- 
cerned, and though there are numerous facts 
which countenance the prevailing notion that 
he was too ready to regard the money of share- 
holders as nothing but material for interesting 
engineering experiments, we can believe that 
the author is quite within the lines of truth 
when he remarks— 

“Critics have erred greatly in representing him 
as a man who, in order to accomplish some vast 
design, thought but little of the distress which 
follows want of success in commercial enterprises. 
So far from its being true that Mr. Brunel was 
indifferent to the interests of his employers, his 
private journals show that throughout (to use his 
own words) ‘ the incessant warfare in which he was 
engaged’ he was earnestly desiring peace and en- 
deavouring to secure it, and that in times of diffi- 


culty, such as the trial of the Atmospheric System | 
and the launch of the Great Eastern, his chief | 


thoughts were for those who would suffer through 
the failure of his plans.” 





Amongst the points of this biography which 
the advocates and opponents of our Patent 
Laws should look up, are the strong opinions 
which Mr. Brunel delivered on several occa- 
sions against the entire system of patents. A 
prolific inventor himself, whose interests spe- 
cially required all such benefit as may arise 
from the legal protection of inventors’ rights, 
he seized every suitable occasion to inveigh 
against “all patents and protective laws” as 
things that had “become the curse of the day, 
and the sources of the greatest injury to 
inventors and manufacturers, and still more to 
the public.” In his evidence, given in 1851, 
before a Select Committee of the Lords, he 
observed— 

“T have thus for the last twenty-eight years 
been in the midst of everything connected with 
inventions, and in constant contact with the 
operation of the Patent Laws. I have been 
behind the scenes the whole time. The result has 
been that I have never taken out a patent myself, 
or ever thought of doing so: and I have gradually 
become convinced that the whole system of patents 
is, in the present advanced state of arts and science 
and manufactures, productive of immense evil. I 
think it does nothing of what it professes to do, 
and which I believe to be impracticable in the 
present state of things, but that, on the contrary, 
it impedes everything it means to encourage, and 
ruins the class it professes to protect, and that it 
is productive of immense mischief to the public.” 

The arguments by which the inventor sus- 
tained this forcible denunciation of laws enacted 
for the benefit of inventors are very cogent, if 
not conclusive. 








Brevia: Short Essays and Aphorisms. 
Author of ‘Friends in Council.’ 
Daldy.) 

WE have much pleasure in commending to the 

attention of our readers this agreeable volume 

of notes and aphorisms, most of which, the 
author tells us, were originally published in 

Good Words. They appear to be for the most 

part what Prof. Max Miiller would call ‘ Chips 

from an Essayist’s Workshop,’ but they are 
not on that account the less interesting and 
instructive. It must often happen that the 
conscientious essayist feels himself obliged to 
throw aside some of his best thoughts and 
neatest sentences: it may chance that he 
is not engaged upon any subject to which 
they are strictly appropriate, or that, though 
strictly appropriate, they interfere with other 
topics, and must therefore be sacrificed. 

These rejected observations may be of the 

greatest value. Certainly those contained in 

‘Brevia’ (if we are right in conceiving these 

clever little essays to have originated in this 

way) do no discredit to the author of ‘ Friends 
in Council.’ When we laid down the book, 
we felt as if we had been holding a conversation 
with the writer, in the course of which he had 
said some witty things, many wise things, and 
not a single ill-natured thing. It isa book of 
table-talk upon ethical and social subjects. 

There is necessarily no attempt to secure uni- 

formity of treatment or systematic classification. 

We have here an aphorism, there a discussion ; 

here an anecdote of modern society, there an 

apologue in the style of Aisop. The style is 

throughout easy and graceful, At page 127 

there is a conversation between Milverton, 

Ellesmere and Sir Arthur (“persons known 

in fiction as ‘friends in council,’ and who,

| perhaps, have their prototypes in real life”), 








which leads us to hope that we have not yet 
heard the last of those familiar personages. 

The following remarks upon shyness may 
be taken as a specimen both of the philosophy 
and of the style of the author :— 


“ Shyness affords one of the severest puzzles in 
the world of mind and thought. I do not think 
that anybody has ever mastered the great subject 
which shyness offers to a contemplative man. Some 
observers attribute shyness to vanity, or to self- 
consciousness; others, taking quite a different view, 
attribute it to diffidence or humility, or to an 
anxious desire to be loved. I confess that I have 
often halted between these very opposite opinions, 
At last I have come to a conclusion, which has at 
least the merit, or demerit, of being entirely my 
own. I believe that shyness mainly proceeds from 
the fear of not being understood. There is nothing 
that mankind or womankind desires so much as to 
be understood. We love those who understand us. 
We are at our ease with them. To be understood 
is the greatest delight of every human being. Our 
trust in God and love of God are based upon the 
same ground. We know that He alone understands 
us perfectly. And the passion for being understood 
descends into our contact with society. There also 
we desire to be supremely understood. All our 
shyness proceeds from a fear that we are not under- 
stood by those by whom we happen to be sur- 
rounded at the time.” 

Mr. Helps sometimes enforces his theory 
by means of a quaint phrase or illustration. 
Thus, in a section headed ‘“* What will become 
of the doll?” he gives his reasons for opposing 
the enfranchisement of women. We refer to 
the original for the explanation of the question 
asked, and the exposition of the author’s views. 
Of course, in such a book as ‘ Brevia’ there 
must be many things which have been said 
by other writers previously; still, the author in 
general succeeds in adding something of his 
own, or at least in expressing the old thought 
in new and characteristic phraseology. 

In conclusion, we would assure our readers 
that a couple of hours spent in the perusal of 
‘ Brevia’ will not be wasted. 








The Mutineers of the Bounty and their Descen- 
dants in Pitcairn and Norfolk Islands. By 
Lady Belcher. (Murray.) 

THE tale of the mutiny of the Bounty has been 

told in various forms, and yet, old as it is, it 

gains in interest the more frequently it is re- 
peated and the better its details become known. 

Taken as a whole, there is probably no chain 

of occurrences in history more replete with 

romance. 

The incidents of the mutiny itself are, how- 
ever, of no extraordinary character. Under the 
present lenient, though strict discipline of the 
Royal Navy, such outbreaks, formerly so com- 
mon, are now happily unknown. When they 
did occur, they arose from the cruelty and bar- 
barity to which the seamen, and even the offi- 
cers, were subjected at the hands of a virtually 
irresponsible commander. That on board of 
His Majesty’s ship Bounty, on the 28th of April, 
1789, forms no exception. Lieut. Bligh, what- 
ever may have been his character in other 
respects, was a tyrant, detested by all under 
his despotic rule. That the blame originally lay 
with him is beyond all question. Nineteen 
years later, when Governor of New South 
Wales, he was the cause of a military mutiny. 
In each case the ringleader was an officer and 
a gentleman. 

The story of the mutiny of the Bounty is soon 
told. Mr. Fletcher Christian, the chief officer of 
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the vessel, driven to desperation by ill-treatment, 
seized the ship, placed the captain and several 
of the officers and crew in the launch, and sent 
them away; then, taking the ship first to 
Tahiti, where several of the mutineers chose 
to remain, he and eight others, with native 
wives from Tahiti, and a few islanders who 
volunteered to accompany them, sailed away in 
search of some uninhabited island, where their 
leader hoped to pass the remainder of his days 
without seeing the face of any European, ex- 
cept those who had linked their fate to his. 

The perils of Lieut. Bligh and his compa- 
nions, when thus abandoned at sea, form in 
themselves a romance. Though they were con- 
siderately supplied with necessaries of every 
kind, and Christian gave his enemy his own 
sextant and the ‘ Nautical Almanac’ of those 
days, wherewith to shape his course, still a 
voyage of 3,618 miles in an open boat, lasting 
forty-one days, during which they were sub- 
jected to much distress and peril, but did not 
lose a single life, was a marvellous feat of 
navigation. 

The adventures of those who were put on 
shore in Tahiti were almost more extraordinary. 
Carried away from that island in the Pandora 
frigate, which, on Bligh’s arrival in England, 
had been sent in search of the Bounty, they 
were inhumanly treated as felons, though still 
untried ; and the vessel was wrecked in En- 
deavour Strait, when many on board perished, 
the survivors having, in their turn, to make a 
passage of four or five hundred leagues in 
open boats. Among those who lost their lives 
was George Stewart, a midshipman of the 
Bounty, who, under the name of Torquil, is 
the hero of the latter portion of Lord Byron’s 
beautiful, though not altogether satisfactory, 
poem ‘The Island, or Christian and his Com- 
rades.’ But romantic as may be the fictitious 
tale of the love of Torquil and the island 
maiden, Neuha, it is far surpassed in pathos 
by Lady Belcher’s sad, simple story of the 
hapless George Stewart and his devoted and 
broken-hearted Peggy. 

Most singular and romantic of all was the 
fate of Christian and his comrades. His wish 
for complete seclusion was gratified. Pitcairn 
Island, an isolated rock, altogether out of 
the track of ships, was reached, and here they 
remained hidden from the world during nearly 
twenty years; and when at length the muti- 
neers, or rather their descendants—for only 
one of the crew of the Bounty was then living 
—were discovered, they presented to the as- 
tonished eyes of their visitors the appearance 
of a congregation of primitive Christians :— 

“A community pledged to each other by the 
tenderest connexions, consanguinity, and reciprocal 
affection. .... Each person considered whatever 
he possessed was for the general good, so that there 
was no difficulty in settling disputes; and if hasty 
words were ever uttered, the offender was but too 
ready to make ample amends to the injured 
party.” 

Such is the description given by the British 
officers who visited Pitcairn Island in 1814, at 
which time the little colony had acquired no 
education whatever from the outer world, and 
had indeed scarcely any knowledge of it ; their 
“revered pastor, John Adams,” alias Alexan- 
der Smith, the sole survivor of the mutineers, 
being their teacher by precept and example. 

An account of the mutiny of the Bounty, 
with a description of that most interesting 
colony of Pitcairn Island, was given nine-and- 





thirty years ago by the late Sir John Barrow, 
in one of the volumes of the ‘ Family Library.’ 
But as that work does not contain all the 
information that might have been afforded, and 
(it may be added) as it represents matters too 
much as they appeared from an official point 
of view, Lady Belcher’s production is intended 
to supply the deficiencies of the former work. 
The author possesses peculiar advantages for 
her task, as the step-daughter of the late Capt. 
Peter Heywood, R.N., one of the midshipmen 
in the Bounty. Hence many details have 
come to her knowledge from personal sources 
and from family manuscripts, and in particular 
the very important Diary of James Morrison, 
a petty officer of the Bounty; so that she is 
enabled to “lay before the public what she 
ventures to believe will be found to be a more 
connected and impartial narrative.” The work 
contains also the history of the descendants of 
the mutineers during the later years of their 
residence in Pitcairn Island, and since their 
removal to Norfolk Island, down to the present 
year. Lady Belcher’s main object evidently 
is to exonerate Capt. Heywood from even the 
suspicion of having participated in the mutiny. 
This labour of love, however, is almost one of 
supererogation ; for, though the rigid rules of 
the service required that both Heywood and 
Morrison should be declared guilty, yet they 
both received instantly a free and unconditional 
pardon, and were immediately re-admitted 
into the Royal Navy, where they continued to 
serve, each in his station, with credit to them- 
selves and benefit to their country. No stain, 
therefore, can possibly remain on the character 
of either. 

But Lady Belcher has done better service, 
perhaps without intending it, in helping to 
free the character of the unfortunate leader 
of the mutineers, Fletcher Christian, from the 
stigma attached to it, which has been such that 
even among his own relations “ his very name 
was to be buried in oblivion ; and in addition 
to the mutinous outbreak, Lieut. Bligh had 
painted his character in such dark colours, 
that even the able defence, written by his dis- 
tinguished brother, could not remove the stain 
from his reputation.” This brother was Edward 
Christian, Professor of Law at Cambridge, 
and Chief Justice of Ely, best known as the 
editor of ‘ Blackstone’s Commentaries.’ 

Fletcher Christian appears to have been 
a high-minded, religious, and conscientious 
gentleman, of conduct irreproachable, except in 
this sole unhappy action, which, far from being 
one of deliberate wickedness, was the result 
of a momentary impulse on a sensitive mind 
already goaded to desperation. It is not in- 
tended to excuse him; but oftentimes in the 
lives of men, as of nations, there comes a 
moment when, every hope in the justice or the 
mercy of those placed in authority over them 
having perished, the spirit, sick and wearied 
by a prolonged series of injuries, is thrown 
back upon itself, and darkly brooding over its 
wrongs, resolves to win by force the justice 
denied to its representations and entreaties. 
Only when national leaders, like Tell, Wallace, 
William of Orange, and Washington, are driven 
to rebellion, they are patriots and heroes ; 
when individuals attempt to redress personal 
injustice and oppression, they fare as the ill- 
fated Fletcher Christian. 

Though Christian was the sole originator 
and leader of the mutiny, he did not arrogate 





to himself any special rights or privileges. On 
taking possession of Pitcairn Island, he divided 
it into nine portions, among himself and his 
eight European companions, from whom he 
kept himself much apart, yet without ever 
losing their respect. But from the moment of 
the abandonment of Bligh his demeanour had 
changed, and the change was yet more marked 
after his landing on the island. He became 
moody and silent, passing whole days in 4 
cave, where he indulged in sad and bitter re- 
flections, and where his sole companions were 
his Bible and Prayer Book, “which he con- 
stantly studied.” 

After three years or more thus spent, an act 
of criminality on the part of one of the Euro- 
peans led to a plot among their Tahitian 
companions, which resulted in Christian being 
“ shot dead while cultivating his garden,” and 
in four others losing their lives. This induced 
reprisals. In self-defence, all the Tahitian men 
were destroyed by the remaining four English- 
men ; and of these latter two met with violent 
deaths some time afterwards. 

A happy change now came over the minds 
of the two survivors, Young and Smith. Chris- 
tian’s Bible and Prayer Book, which had not 
been used since his death, six years previously, - 
were sought for and sedulously studied. The 
observance of morning and evening prayer 
was established, as well as a system of regular” 
instruction for the children and young people. 
This task was undertaken by Edward Young, 
a midshipman of the Bounty, who was a nephew 
of Sir George Young, Bart., and a man of good 
education. Smith, a common sailor, of low ex- 
traction, was comparatively illiterate, but he 
zealously assisted his quondam officer, and in 
so doing improved his own slender acquire- 
ments. Young did not, however, long survive. 
He died in the early part of 1800, when 
Smith, or John Adams, as we must call him, 
found himself the only man on the island, 
and the sole guardian and teacher of a help- 
less community of women and children. How 
well he discharged his responsible duties 
during nine-and-twenty years is matter of 
history. Happily for the welfare, both tem- 
poral and spiritual, of his little flock, a worthy 
successor arose in the person of George Hunn 
Nobbs, who happened to arrive in the island 
a year only before Adams’s decease. As every-~ 
thing connected with “the Island” must have 
a tinge of romance, Mr. Nobbs is “the unac- 
knowledged son of the Marquis of , and 
his mother was the daughter of an Irish 
baronet.” He came to England in 1852, 
where he was ordained priest by the Bishop 
of London; and under his faithful guardian- 
ship the colony has continued to flourish, pre- 
serving always its primitive simplicity and 
innocence. 

In consequence of the rapidly-increasing 
population, it was deemed expedient, in 1856, 
to remove the whole colony to Norfolk Island, 
whence however some few of the immigrants 
have returned to their beloved native island. 

It must be specially mentioned that these 
interesting people are not the first settlers in 
Pitcairn Island. Memorials of an earlier race 
are seen, consisting of burial-places, pavements, 
stone idols, spear-heads, small axes, &c. This 
aboriginal people must have been extinct long 
before the arrival of Christian and his com- 
panions. It may be worth the while of Sir John 
Lubbock and the Duke of Argyll to speculate 
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on what might have been the fate of the 
descendants of the mutineers of the Bounty 
had Fletcher Christian’s Bible and Prayer 
Book been lost or destroyed, and Pitcairn 
Island remained unvisited during two or three 
centuries.

My Little Lady. 3 vols. (Hurst & Blackett.)

Monk of Monk’s Own. By Legh Knight. 3 vols.

Ir is an agreeable task to record a book which 
can be read with genuine pleasure. My Little 
Lady’s history, written in a simple graceful 
style, contains an account of the childhood 
and youth of an impulsive but pure and true- 
hearted maiden, who is left in her early infancy 
in the sole charge of a worthless father, and 
introduced to scenes and society which might 
have corrupted a less unselfish and noble 
nature. She has derived from her dead mother, 
an Englishwoman, a depth and earnestness of 
character which is unsullied by the baser side 
of the influences to which she is exposed, and 
which gives to her affection for her father, a 
Parisian gambler, whose love for his child is 
the one redeeming point in his character, a 
simple strength which is rather intensified than 
diminished by the peculiarity of her childish 
experiences. M. Linders, a practical sceptic 
of the shallow French sort, one of those natures 
which, being without the faculty for poetry or 
philosophy, seem destined to have “ knowledge 
at one entrance quite shut out,” endeavours to 
bring up his child in ignorance of anything 
higher than her sordid every-day life, and 
especially to “ emancipate” her from all moral 
or religious influences. A chance visit to a 
church, however, to which the child has 
wandered from accidental curiosity, awakes 
the interest of an unusually active mind, and 
the stray teachings of an American painter 
and a quaint old German violinist go far to 
counteract her father’s attempts to prevent her 
education. The most fortunate event in her life, 
however, is his sudden and tragic death, which, 
though it condemns poor Madelon at first to 
the uncongenial seclusion of a convent school, 
eventually leads to her being discovered by her 
mother’s relations, under whose protection the 
restless nature of the child is developed by care 
and kindness into a noble womanhood, Ofcourse 
her filial love, though the leading passion of her 
early life, is not the only affection which con- 
tributes to the completeness of her character, 
and a lover and hero, in every way worthy of 
her, is provided through the machinery of a 
plot which we do not intend to anticipate the 
reader by unfolding. There is nothing morbid 
or “goody” about the story, though its aim 
is high and its moral excellent ; the subordinate 
characters are well though slightly drawn, and 
the Little Lady is thoroughly worthy of her 
name. 

Mr. Pomeroy is at any rate a versatile 
writer. His last essay was so grotesquely 
sensational, that we thoughtlessly regarded it 
as a squib. In the present work, though 
motley is still his wear, he is so profoundly 
solemn that we are convinced of our gross 
mistake on the former occasion. The some- 
what blasphemous title he has chosen gives but 
a vague conception of the marvels to be found 








within. The price he alludes to is paid in 
hard, sterling money for a Circassian maiden, 
whom his heroes redeem from slavery at 
Constantinople. As there is no plot, no moral, 
and but few coherent sentences, an analysis of 
the narrative is perhaps the only way, though 
a difficult one, of arriving at an idea of this 
strange book. A young married couple, the 
Eversleighs, go eastward for their wedding 
tour. ‘Olivia had been brought up in the 
Xoman-Catholic faith, Ronald in the Anglican, 
so the marriage was something more lengthy, 
and possibly this added to its popularity.” 

The marriage, at any rate, led to much that 
was lengthy, to journeys of enormous length, 
and descriptions proportionately full. First, 
they go down the Danube, and in the course 
of the voyage Olivia has an alarming dream. 
She foresees that a Circassian princess will 
bring evil on her house. When Ronald, cruis- 
ing in the Black Sea, rescues the Circassian 
Merissa from a watery grave, these presenti- 
ments give rise to not unnatural jealousy. The 
husband, however, being a loyal gentleman, 
sends Merissa back to freedom in her native 
country. The Eversleighs settle in Hungary, 
and for a time all goes well. Merissa, how- 
ever, is asecond time sent to Turkey, when she 
claims British protection, and sends word of 
her position to her former friend. Upon this 
Mrs. Eversleigh, without a word of explanation, 
instantly quits her husband and betakes her- 
self to a wandering life. The rest of the book 
is occupied in more journeys, described at 
greater length, till it is happily concluded 
by the re-union of the foolish pair, now one in 
religion as in other matters, and the retire- 
ment of the innocent cause of their estrange- 
ment (who has cherished all the time a 
tenderness for Ronald’s friend and fellow 
traveller, Mr. Wyvern) into an “ Anglican” 
sisterhood of charity. The only remarkable 
feature in this book, beyond the eccentric 
construction of its sentences, is a very long and 
very commonplace diary of Mr. Wyvern’s, in 
which he recounts his adventures in Eastern 
Europe and Asia. A pedometer might have 
served his purpose as well, as far as results are 
concerned, except in the following remarkable 
instance. On the pillar of a church porch at 
Castri he found “ Lord Byron’s name, and his 
companion, Sir J. C. Hobhouse/” But that 
Mr. Pomeroy never jokes, we should have 
thought again that he was hoaxing us. 

The interest of Mr. Knight’s story concen- 
trates itself on the heroine, Sissie Monk, the 
daughter of a weakish father, who, having 
been by spendthrift habits reduced to embar- 
rassed circumstances, finds himself suddenly 
raised, by an unexpected stroke of fortune, 
to the possession of affluence and a title. In 
order to understand the narrative, which 
depends in a great measure on a somewhat 
complicated plot, we must premise that 
**Monk’s Own” is the Yorkshire estate of a 
family of the same name, represented at the out- 
set of the story by Sir John Monk, the uncle of 
Sissie’s father. He has two sons, the elder 
of whom, Rupert, is killed opportunely by 
a fall from his horse, and leaves only daughters 
to survive him. The younger, who has been 
on bad terms with his father, and married 
a foreign lady against the wishes of his family, 
is also dead at the commencement of the story; 
but a grave suspicion exists in the minds of 
his relations, especially in those of the daugh- 











ter and eldest son of Captain Monk, the suc- 
cessor to the title, that he has left one son at 
least to inherit his claims. Upon this doubt, 
of course, as.it affects the various actors in the 
story, are based the illustrations of character 
which form the remainder of the tale. Captain 
Monk himself, whose conscience smites him 
from time to time for having accepted too 
eagerly the conclusion that his cousin’s offspring 
is extinct, affords by his obvious uneasiness 
on the subject a ground on which strangers 
might be justified in raising a theory of his 
guilt. Where we think the author has deviated 
considerably from nature is in attributing such 
suspicious feelings to children who ought to 
have been better acquainted with their father’s 
character, especially to the heroine, Sissie, who 
is described with much clearness and vivacity 
as, before all things, of an open, honest, almost 
manly, disposition. A young girl so naive 
and true, and whose outspoken fearlessness 
would have enabled her to penetrate the secrets 
of so shallow a nature as her father's, would 
hardly have been led by the evidence of cir- 
cumstances, however cogent, to believe that 
father guilty of the crime of murder, or have 
been so crushed in spirit by a baseless suspicion 
as to reject on account of it the advances of 
a lover whom she valued at his proper worth, 
and whose nature was as generous as her own. 
With this great crawback—one common to 
an immense number of otherwise well-drawn 
plots, we can safely recommend ‘Monk of 
Monk’s Own’ as an interesting story, free from 
vulgarity and extravagance, and though occa- 
sionally provoking, at no time too harrowing 
to the feelings. A large supply of this world’s 
goods reconciles poor calumniated Captain 
Perey to the change in his fortunes which 
results on the re-appearance of the rightful 
heir ; his son, for whose reason we have at one 
time cause to fear, turns out in the end to be 
not an idiot, but a poet ; plenty of matrimony 
rewards the virtuous at the end of their griefs 
and misunderstandings, and a_ particularly 
naughty and ill-bred coquette is paired off with 
an uninteresting husband, who rules her in all 
right supremacy. 








TLLUSTRATED GIFT-BOOKS. 


Tuts class of pleasing presents is rather more 
numerous than usual this year. First, we have 
from Messrs. Bell & Daldy Mountains and Lakes 
of Switzerland and Italy, comprising sixty-four 
views after drawings taken from sketches by Mr. 
C. Pyne, with descriptive notes by the Rev. J. J. 
Mercier. The latter is modest in calling his terse 
and tasteful essays by no more pretentious name 
than “descriptive notes”; we have seen much 
worthless writing that had a longer and more 
ambitious name. Mr. Mercier wisely devotes his 
opening lines to advising tourists on their way to 
Switzerland to stop at some of the older and more 
out-of-the-way towns and cities of central France 
ere they enter the land of mountains and lakes. 
Mr. Mercier recommends Troyes for this purpose, 
as one of the quaintest and least changed of 
ancient places, yet the words with which he com- 
mends other towns, such as Sens and Dijon, as 
“quiet” and “seldom visited,” are not so suitable 
as they might be, especially now, while these long- 
peaceful places are overrun by the subjects of the 
pious monarch of Prussia. 

We observe that, as was to be expected from an 
amateur, Mr. Mercier is rather apt to believe what 
is told him about the respective merits of pictures 
in certain galleries and thene of others in distant 
places; yet we are surprised that knowing, as he 


| admits he does, Kugler’s opinion on the Dresden 
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‘Meyer Madonna,’ by Holbein, he calls the work 
at Darmstadt a replica of that which he found 
represented by sketches at Basle. He might 
easily have learnt that Kugler’s opinion is the 
same as that of all competent judges. We havea 
neatly and carefully-written chapter on Basle,—not 
a brilliant account indeed, but such as may serve 
to amuse by rousing the memories of those who 
have been there and exciting the desire to go, in 
those who have not been there. Mr. Mercier does not 
forget to tell us of the old clock-tower on the bridge 
of Basle, where was the clock with its grotesque 
human head that thrusts out a huge red tongue at 
each beat of the pendulum, in order, as he tells us, 
to mark the derision of Great Basle for Little 
Basle. We cannot accept Mr. Mercier as an art- 
critic nor an archeologist, when we read what he 
says about the “restoration” of the interior of the 
minster at Basle; and elsewhere, when we have 
a sort of lament that certain carvings are left to 
moulder unheeded, as if that was not better than 
their being restored; if he appreciated their beauty, 
why did he not keep their existence profoundly 
secret ? why does he guide the “restorer” to his 
work? From Basle he proceeded to Lucerne, and 
thence entered the mountain-land, which he tra- 
versed by Altorf, Airolo, by the side of the Ticino 
to Bellinzona, Lago Maggiore, which he doubled 
on at Arona and Laveno, and thence, wid Varese 
and the south side of the hills, to Como with its lake, 
and that of Lugano; after this, due north to Chur 
and Mayerfeld, brought him again to German 
Switzerland, and thence towards the north and 
east by the lakes of Glarus and Zurich to Schaff- 
hausen. A second journey comprised Pontarlier, 
Neuchatel, Berne, Thun, Visp, Chatillon, the 
Val Anzasca, Aosta, Martigny, St. Bernard and 
Villeneuve to Geneva, besides excursions to note- 
worthy places. As to the illustrations, possess- 
ing the remarkable feature, we cannot in this 
case say the charm, of colour, they have vast 
advantages as expositions of the scenery and its 
adjuncts. However imperfect (although that is not 
always the case with them) the colouring of these 
engravings may be—however far from subtle, in an 
artistic sense, the necessities of publication may 
have made this colouring, it greatly benefits those 
who do not know the country; they may get a better, 
although still crude, idea from the views in ques- 
tion than a legion of colourless woodcuts could 
afford. In limiting our praise of the colouring of 
these illustrations, we do not intend to detract 
from their very considerable share of merit: they 
have been prepared with unusual regard to the 
landscapes they represent. 

The Riviera: Pen and Pencil Sketches from 
Cannes to Genoa, by the Dean of Canterbury (Bell 
& Daldy), is illustrated in a similar, but somewhat 
inferior manner, so far as regards the coloured 
prints it comprises; the ordinary woodcuts, “from 
drawings by the author,” evidently owe much of 
their attractiveness, we do not say their artistic 
merits, because that would be quite another matter, 
to the engravers, who have prepared them for pub- 
lication in that neat, agreeable manner which is 
so popular in our time. Dean Alford opens his 
“Preface” by expressing his astonishment at 
the political changes which have taken place 
since his pages were written, by claiming for Italy 
Nice and Mentone, and from Italy the suppression 
of brigandage. He also bestows some good advice 
on the Italians as a nation. He made his tour by 
way of Cannes, Antibes, the Var, Nice, Monaco, 
Eza, Mentone, San Remo, Oneglia to Turin, 
Alassio, Loano, Finale, Savona, and Genoa. Our 
author writes in an easy, not to say jaunty manner, 
such as gives a promise of vivacity, which on fur- 
ther examination does not appear to be sustained; 
it seems that the Dean considers his strong point 
to lie, for this book at least, in describing scenery, 
especially aérial scenery, such as cloud-effects, and 
the progress of atmospheric changes. Now one 
must be a master of something more than mere 
words and common sentiments to succeed in 
depicting any one of even the least gorgeous and 
delicate pictures which are hourly formed in 
Mediterranean heavens. Notwithstanding a happy 





touch here and there, due, it would seem, to edu- 
cated rather than to strong natural taste for Nature, 
the Dean is not one of those mastersin word-painting 
who rivet the attention, as Mr. Ruskin, our author’s 
inspirer, can. We can admit the Dean’s honest 
enjoyment of what he saw and tried to describe; 
but we feel that the task is beyond him, and 
that his impressions were not profound, that he is 
ready rather with his pen than with thought. The 
author has little or nothing to tell beyond his own 
impressions about the scenes ‘he visited; here he 
picked up a little bit of sponge; there the waves 
ran higher than on the Cornish coast, which might 
be,.in those parts to which his experience seems 
to have been confined, 7.¢. “where the breakers 
chiefly run frothing over a quarter of a mile of 
surf before they reach the shore.” These are the 
bare facts, which serve to show that he made notes 
about them; but not Mr. Ruskin himself is more 
oblivious of men and women in his books on land- 
scape art than Dean Alford is in this, which gives 
an account of travels in a country with a peculiarly 
interesting history, and among one of the most 
“picturesque” races in Europe. 

Zigzagging amongst Dolomites (Longmans & Co.) 
contrasts, in the boldness of the means employed, 
with the splendour of the last-named gift-book of 
this series. The illustrations are pure outlines, 
drawn with a great deal of tact and delicacy, and 
produced in exact fac-simile, by the Photo-chromo- 
lith Office. The neatness and perfect clearness of 
the process are such as to render this kind of work, 
not only all that can be desired, but absolutely 
charming to look at. It is mechanically so perfect, 
that the original sketches seem before us instead 
of copies: both are imperishable. The designs are 
full of spirit, and must be acceptable to many who 
have “zigzagged” from Ober-Ammergau to Vi- 
cenza, or portions of the route, which includes 
Insbruck, Botzen, and Belluno. They represent the 
adventures of a party of friends who sojourned 
during eight happy weeks in those parts. 

Holly Bush Hall: Open House in Open Country, 
by G. Bowers (Bradbury, Evans & Co.), is one of 
that kind of illustrated publications which would 
be impossible in any other country than this, and 
which were so far fortunate, or unfortunate, as to 
have attracted the genius of John Leech to waste 
power and time among them. The story—such as 
it is—refers to hunting, hunters, a hunting-house, 
with “hospitable squires,” intriguing men and 
women, the utter insufficiency, not to say down- 
right folly, of whose objects are, to an outside world, 
as amazing as the stupidity they display in pur- 
suing them. Then we have the damsels, wonderful 
as to ankles, costume, and general mental incapa- 
city,—the unexceptionally-clothed young men, who 
consort with the female centaurs with ankles. 
Matrimony is, of course, the goal of all things male 
and female, in this and the like books. Since 
Leech threw a charm over trash of this sort, no 
one has, artistically speaking, done so well as Mr. 
Bowers. 

The Religious Tract Society sends us Sinai 
and Jerusalem, comprising twelve coloured pho- 
werepee views and letter-press, by the Rev. 
F. W. Holland. There is little that calls for 
special notice in Mr. Holland’s remarks, except 
that they begin with an account of Phile, 
followed by notes on the obelisk at Heliopolis, 
before the real business is taken in hand. The 
style is popular, rather too popular, and too ob- 
viously ie as if by condescension to unpre- 
pared intellects, for “persons of the meanest 
capacities.” The illustrations are somewhat more 
attractive than is common in books which aim so 
low as this one seems to do. 

a Pictures Drawn with Pen and Pencil, 
with illustrations drawn by M. G. Doré and others, 
has likewise been sent to us by the Religious Tract 
Society. It gives a popular and readable account 
of Spain. It is not a book of original authority; 
yet it has been cleverly enriched by the study of 
more pretending works. Some ofits archeological 
statements are curious. As to the woodcuts, a very 
large proportion have been borrowed from former 
publications, the Penny Magazine and the like.

A youne lady, who has derived her views of life 

and human nature from sensational novels, Miss 

Marion Fosbroke Theed has produced for the 

entertainment of children one of the most painful 

and morbid stories that can be found in the litera- 
ture of the play-room. The interest of the earlier 
part of the tale depends chiefly on a wretched 
woman’s remorse for a revolting atrocity perpetrated 


‘by her hand during a fit of insanity: and when 


the unhappy lady has passed to her final rest, her 
misery is reproduced in the afflictions of her daugh- 
ter, whose patience under tribulation is pointed to 
by the title of the distressing novelette. Parents 
who wish to give their children a thoroughly un- 
wholesome dose of romantic fiction may throw away 
their half-crowns on ‘ What She Did with Her Life.’ 

In an awkwardly-written Preface the editor of 
the abbreviated version of the famous Don’s singular 
adventures explains that, in adapting the narrative 
to youthful readers, he has worked with proper 
reverence for the author’s genius. “Jarvis’s trans- 
lation,” he observes, “is the one that has been used 
for my purpose ; and I have only to add, that I have 
scrupulously retained the original, homely, vigorous 
diction of that best presentation to English readers 
of the marvellous creation of Cervantes.” The 
work is well printed on toned paper; and the 
illustrations are not unworthy of the subject. 

When we say that Miss Ewing is the author 
of ‘Melchior’s Dream, it is needless to add that 
she is one of our brightest and most thoroughly 
commendable writers of books for quite youn 
children. ‘The Brownies’ teaches little boys pr 
girls that they should exert themselves to play the 
part of beneficent elfs and fairies to their papas and 
mammas, and, whilst ministering dutifully to the 
wishes of their elders, should seize every oppor- 
tunity to render one another more happy. e 
other tales are no less humorous and salutary; and 
the book, besides being written from first to last 
with excellent art, is cleverly illustrated and taste- 
fully “ got up.” 

Mr. Mossman has fabricated a creditable volume 
for girls out of the familiar narratives of some 
twenty-three famous women whom it is the fashion 
of discreet governesses to exhibit to their little 
pupils as examples of feminine merit. Joan of 
Arc, Octavia, Zenobia and Boadicea are the author's 
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“heroines in times of trouble”: Flora Macdonald, 
Elizabeth Fry, Grace Darling, and Mungo Park’s 
beneficent African women,—his types of woman- 
hood enacting the part of “succourers in days of 
distress.” In due course young ladies are called 
upon to admire Letitia Elizabeth Landon, shudder 
at the record of Anne Askew’s sufferings, and exult 
over the filial merit of Elizabeth of Siberia. The 
book will achieve its purpose, so far as children 
are concerned ; but it belongs to a class of literary 
prodtetions which the critic is constrained to regard 
as things, of manufacture rather than as works of 
art. 

Beginning with memoirs of Strafford and Hamp- 
den, the author of ‘ Men at the Helm’ does not lay 
his pen aside until he has sketched with sufficient 
fairness and completeness the careers of Hyde, 
Bolingbroke, Walpole, Chatham, the younger Pitt, 
Castlereagh, Canning, Sir Robert Peel and the 
Earl of Aberdeen. “The memoirs,” the author 
announces in his preface, “are chronologically 
arranged, and glance at most of the principal events 
in the political history of England, from the acces- 
sion of Charles the First to the fall of the Coalition 
Ministry in 1854. Each is complete in itself; but I 
have endeavoured, when sketching the lives of con- 
temporaries, to avoid all tedious repetitions.” In 
behalf of such a book for boys it is enough to say 
that Mr. Adams has accomplished his task in a 
workmanlike style that demonstrates his freedom 
from political prejudice and animosity. 

New arrangement has improved the artistic and 
literary quality of ‘Peter Parley’s Annual,’ which 
has for many years held a place in the book-market 
under the protection of the nom de plume of an 
American writer whose services to children are an 
affair of history. Mr. George’s paper and illustra- 
tions are at least up to the average standard of 
wares for the children’s book-stall, and he has esta- 
blished relations with one or two sufficiently expert 
writers. 

A composer who ventures to set nursery rhymes, 
has a formidable rivalry in mothers, nurses, and 
children, whose improvised tunes are so peculiar, 
and often tuneful. Mr. Elliott has evidently been 
impressed with the declamatory powers of the 
reciters or chanters of our baby literature. ‘ Sing 
a Song of Sixpence,’ will be always suggestive to 
the little prime donne of the nursery ; and when 
the birds begin to sing, melodies are soon found, 
even forthe most complicated of infantine histories 
of heroes and heroines, whether they be ‘ The Little 
Doggy, ‘The Black Sheep, ‘The Little Maid,’ 
‘The Pussy Cat,’ ‘ The Nineteen Birds,’ or ‘ Goosey 
Gander.” The composer has considered carefully 
childish compass and capacity to execute ; there 
are no extreme keys, no excessive modulations ; 
the easy flow of the themes and tunes has been 
judiciously secured, and by changes in the tempi the 
character of the words has been very fairly noted. 
Of the illustrations to the book we desire to write 
in terms of high admiration for their variety and 
delicacy. They are the works of Messrs. F. Walker, 
E. Griset, A. B. Haughton, H. S. Marks, G. J. 
Pinwell, A. Hughes, and others. They have been 
engraved by the Brothers Dalziel, with their usual 
success and tact. Mr. Walker’s ‘Jack and Jill’ 
is rather awkwardly composed, but suits the sub- 
ject with spirit. His ‘Sing a Song of Sixpence’ is 
much better ; indeed, capital in humour and cha- 
racter: the gruff monarch, with knife in hand, is 
a model. Mr. Griset’s clock and mice in ‘ Dickory, 
Dickory, Dock,’ are worthy of him ; his ‘The King 
of France,’ with truculent champions, deserves 
applause for its quaintness and vigour. Mr. Marks’s 
‘Humpty Dumpty,’ with an egg for a head, and an 
astoni ied look, has all his humour. Mr. Pinwell’s 
‘Simple Simon,’ buying hot potatoes from the can 
of an itinerant vender, is very good, though verging 
towards caricature. Mr. Hughes’s ‘ My Lady Wind,’ 
an old woman telling a story to children, has grace, 
spirit, and beauty. His ‘ Little Tommy Tucker, 
a group of lively children, is perfect in its way,—the 
joyful, juvenile way. All the designs are eminently 
enjoyable. 

y his spirited and judicious management of his 
*Every Boy’s Annual,’ Mr. Edmund Routledge has, 





on more than one occasion, drawn from us some 
words of cordial approbation; and though his 
volume for the present Christmas season contains 
no novelty that calls for special notice, it exhibits 
no signs of flagging zeal on the part of the editor 
and his staff. Besides the usual quantity of fiction 
and papers on matters peculiarly interesting to 
schoolboys, the handsome and profusely illustrated 
book comprises several budgets of puzzles and 
nuts-to-crack, that will tax the wits and rouse the 
merriment of ingenious and laughter-loving lads. 

Children who delight in pic-nics—and what child 
is indifferent to the pleasures of an open-air holi- 
day ?—will clap their hands with glee over the title 
of Mr. Corbet’s volume, and make good speed to 
Newisham Meadow to join Mr. Corbet’s frolicsome 
youngsters in their pic-nic of three days and three 
nights. It is not for us to diminish the curiosity 
and excitement of boy or girl by revealing pre- 
maturely how the little Davenants and their com- 
panions relish the fun of sleeping under canvas, or 
in board huts, by night, after long days spent in 
rural exercise and jollity. It is enough to say that 
Mr. Corbet knows how to write for the chits of 
nurseries and play-rooms. 

The author of ‘East Lynne, whose pen is not 
less facile in the production of stories for the young 
than in the composition of novels for adult readers 
of fiction, has reprinted ‘ The Orville College Boys,’ 
a narrative which is calculated to afford entertain- 
ment to lads during the coming Christmas holidays, 
though it is deficient in realistic merit. It is not 
probable that the Orville Collegians were ever pro- 
foundly terrified by the sight of Dr. Brabazon’s 
birch, “ apparently made out of ten besoms,” where- 
with the doctor was wont, at long intervals, to 
impart an awful significance to his admonitions. 
“This formidable weapon,” the narrator observes, 
“meant to inspire a wholesome awe, had never been 
used within the memory of the oldest boy ; very 
rarely was it taken from its receptacle to be held 
in terrorem over the different desks running down 
the side walls of the long room, and along the end 
of it.” Like all Mrs. Wood’s slighter productions, 
the book is to be commended as readable rather 
than as powerful or natural. 

Any father, on the look-out for a well-arranged, 
attractive, and abundantly pictorial primer, wherein 
his chubby four-year old heir may pick up his 
letters like sugar-plums, and learn to read without 
a single painful effort or fit of the sulks, should send 
to his purveyor of literature for the ‘Illustrated 
Reading Book,’ which is, from every point of view. 
an excellent piece of manufacture. 

The personal revelations of Dr. Savory’s tongs 
are made with piquancy and cleverness ; and the 
“other tales” are no less calculated to amuse 
children. ‘The Author and His Study’ is a de- 
cidedly skilful piece of workmanship. Patrons of 
very small people, who wish for a collection of 
twelve stories, any one of which can be read aloud 
to a party of diminutive listeners in the space of 
twenty minutes or half-an-hour, may be recom- 
mended to buy ‘ Dr. Savory’s Tongs,’ and whatever 
goes along with them. 

‘Charley’s Lessons’ is one of those educational 
works for children learning to read, that may be 
recommended to mammas and governesses. 

The poetry of ‘The Children’s Hour Annual’ is 
not its best feature. Some of the prose tales and 
sketches are brightly and cleverly written, though 
they are not above the average of juvenile lite- 
rature.

ALEXANDRE DUMAS. 


In Alexandre Dumas, France has lost, certainly 
not one of her greatest writers, but, at any rate, one 
of the enfants gadtés of modern literature. His career 
as an author may be divided into two parts of very 
unequal length, and, let us say, of very unequal merit. 
English readers know only the Dumas of the latter 
period, identified with ‘Monte Cristo’ and ‘The 
Three Musketeers,’ the head of a firm of scriveners, 
firing off five feuilletons at a time, squabbling 
with newspaper ediotrs and publishers, squandering 
money as fast as he got it, and leaving far behind 
him the “ fertile plain” of George de Scudéry. But 
when, in 1829, the celebrated prose tragedy, ‘ Henri 
III. et sa Cour, was brought out at the Thédtre 
Frangais, to the intense horror of the old classicists— 
when, subsequently, ‘Christine’ (1830), ‘ Antony’ 
(1831), ‘Charles VII. chez ses Grands Vassaux’ 
(1831), ‘La Tour de Nesle, (1832), and ‘ Angéle’ 
(1833), appeared on the stage, the young author was 
regarded as a man of brilliant genius, equal almost 
to the poet who had created ‘Hernani,’ and destined, 
with him, to revolutionize French literature. We 
are far from saying that the works we have just 
been enumerating are either great or good ; but in 
order to appreciate them fairly we should look at 
them with the feelings of a Frenchman who was 
twenty-seven years old at the time of the Revolution 
of 1830. To any one else, the style of M. Dumas’s 
earliest plays must seem intolerable fustian, the 
characters monstrosities, and the situations scanda- 
lously indelicate. But never did M. de Bonald’s 
definition, “La littérature est Texpression de la 
société,” find a more striking application ; and the 
thorough understanding of scenic effect, the bustle 
of the plot, and the complete throwing away of old 
esthetic traditions, are not sufficient to explain the 
popularity which M. Alexandre Dumas enjoyed at 
once. Forty years ago Byron was the great hero in 
France ; every young man thought himself the 
victim of social iniquity, and felt justified in waging, 
so far as the “ Code Civil” would allow it, a con- 
tinual warfare against what is called “ prejudice ” 
and “conventionalism.” ‘ Antony’ was only a dupli- 





cate of M. Victor Hugo’s ‘ Didier, and M. Dumas 
preached, con moltissimo brio, on the stage, the 
doctrines which George Sand was already beginning 
to put forth in ‘Valentine’ and ‘Indiana’ He 
adroitly caught the spirit of the times, and earned 
reputation by it. It would be, of course, impossible 
to give here anything like an adequate sketch 
of the brilliant literary career of M. Alexandre 
Dumas; the reader must be referred to his amusing 
Memoirs, which under various titles occupy between 
thirty and forty volumes, On the other side of the 
question one should also consult M. E. de Mire- 
court’s famous pamphlet, ‘ Fabrique de Romans,’ 
and the gossiping article published by M. Quérard 
in the ‘Supercheries Littéraires Dévoilées.’ If the 
Scudéry of the nineteenth century too often wishes 
to make us believe that he represents better than 
any one else the French intellectual movement of 
our own times, M. Quérard systematically fastens 
upon him the epithet “ pads and denies him 
every kind of merit except that of using with 
a certain amount of skill a pair of scissors at the 
expense of M. de Chateaubriand, M. Augustus 
Thierry, Dean Milman (!), and many others be- 
sides. 

There is no doubt that M. Alexandre Dumas 
will never be reckoned amongst those who have 
really taken the lead in the literary progress of the 
age : and the reason is not far to seek. He had no 
system, no theories, no well-digested and coherent 
scheme about man and society; he had not the 
faith which is necessary to all true chefs-d’école; he 
sailed about over the wide field of literature without 
even an esthetic, much less a moral chart to guide 
him. During the early part of his career as an 
author, he adopted the Byronic style, because it 
was fashionable. When the reaction set in towards 
classical tragedies, he composed his ‘Caligula,’ as 
a kind of proof that if he liked he could equal 
Pierre Corneille and M. Ponsard. ‘ Mademoiselle 
de Belle-Isle” ‘Les Demoiselles de St.-Cyr,’ and 
‘Un Mariage sous Louis XV.,’ were meant to show 
that the France of Louis Philippe’s time had her 
Marivaux. The romans-feuilletons, in the mean- 
while, had become quite the rage; M. Dumas took 
the hint, and found at last the mine which he 
worked with such success. Then nothing was 
required of him by the public but neatness of 
style, skill in forming the structure of a plot, 
and in accumulating episodes and incidents 
of the most extraordinary description. As for 
ideas, humour, the power of observing and de- 
lineating character: you must not expect this 
from either the roman-feutlleton in general, or from 
the author of ‘The Three Musketeers’ in particular. 
M. de Balzac, in his preface to Stendhal’s ‘ Char- 
treuse de Tarme,’ classes novelists under two 
heads: those who belong to the “littérature des 
idées” and those who adopt the “littérature des 
images.” M. Alexandre Dumas never had anything 
to do with the former, and it is surely the most 
conclusive sentence of condemnation which can be 
eae upon the roman-feuilleton that even M. 

ugéne Sue, with all his pretensions to discuss 
“ideas” and to embody them in representative 
characters, not once succeeded in drawing anything 
but grotesque impossibilities. M. de Balzac him- 
self had created Goriot, Gobseck, M. de Lucingen, 
and Prastignac before he took to writing fewdlle- 
tons; no Fouilletoniste ever could paint a man 
like Javert or Claude Frollo; a scribbler who is 
obliged to dash off at a few hours’ notice a chapter 
for Le Sitcle or Le Constitutionnel cannot afford 
time to analyze carefully individualities such as 
‘Obermann,’ ‘ René,’ or ‘ Jean Sbogas.’ 

One word more. If we want to estimate as it 
deserves the influence which M. Alexandre Dumas 
has produced on French literature, we have only 
to see what pupils he leaves behind him. Surely 
it is enough to mark that M. Ponson du Terrail is 
the Elisha upon whom the mantle has fallen. To 
this poor successor, the “littérateur des idées” 
can at any rate oppose triumphantly the author of 
‘Eugene Grandet’ and M. Charles de Bernard, 
who has deserved to be called by M. Sainte-Beuve 
“Le plus spirituel et le plus regrettable des dis- 
ciples de M. de Balzac.” 





Born July 24, 1803, M. Alexandre Dumas, 
Marquis Daivy de la Pailleterie, was therefore 
sixty-seven years old when hedied. The complete 
list of his works will be found in Quérard’s ‘ Super- 
cheries Littéraires Dévoilées,’ tome 1, part 2, toge- 
ther with a number of biographical details and 
anecdotes of the most amusing description.

Leipzig, Dec. 9, 1870, 

Waite all the world is preparing to celebrate 
the centenary of the greatest musician it has ever 
seen, let me call the attention of your readers to 
what I cannot but think the most interesting pub- 
lication on the occasion, viz., ‘ Beethoven’s Breviary: 
being a Collection of Passages from Poets and 
Authors of Ancient and Modern Times, extracted 
or marked by Himself, with an Account of his 
Intellectual Development,’ edited by L. Nohl 
(Leipzig, Giinther). The extracts are chiefly from 
Shakspeare, Homer, Sturm’s ‘Reflections,’ Goethe’s 
‘ West-Eastern Divan,’ and some few from Miillner, 
Z.Werner, Seume, Herder, Schiller, and theancients. 
The value of such a collection, as affording the best 
insight into the moral and intellectual character 
of the man, need surely not be dwelt upon. I will 
only add, that the elegance of the little volume 
corresponds to its intrinsic value. Another contri- 
bution to the centenary literature is ‘ From Beet- 
hoven’s Letters, as a Characterization of the Master,’ 
by Dr. J. Schliiter (Leipzig, Engelmann). Our 
musical town is about to do justice to itself and 
the immortal composer, by commemorating him 
throughout the whole of next week, devoting each 
of the seven days to the performance of his music, 
in the church, at the theatre, and the Gewand- 
haus. So numerous have been the applications to 
the Committee of the latter establishment that they

The Hegel centenary literature has been enriched 
by a contribution from the pen of an old represen- 
tative of his system, bearing the rather defiant 
title ‘Hegel, the Unrefuted World Philosopher,’ 
by C. L. Michelet (Leipzig, Duncker & Humblot). 
Under the three heads—What Hegel has done for 
Philosophy, for the State, and for Religion, the 
Berlin Professor and co-editor of Hegel’s works 
here furnishes an able summary of his whole 
system, naturally exhibiting it in the most favour- 
able aspect. As an appendix to the pamphlet, 
we have a report on the Trendelenburg-Fischer 
controversy (relative to Kant), a review of Von 
Hartmann’s Philosophy of the Unconscious, and 
a paper on Prof. Harms, the present occupant of 
Hegel's chair in the Berlin University. 

ur war literature is still on the increase. Of 
J. J. Weber's (Leipzig) splendidly Illustrated War 
Chronicle five instalments are now out. Among 
the latest who have come forward to write the 
history of this deplorable war, is, among historians, 
W. Menzel; and among military writers, Col. 
Riistow. The work of the former is being pub- 
lished by Krabbe, in Stuttgart; and that of the 
latter by Schulthess, in Zurich. Both are serial 
works, and only the 7 nee of each has 
as yet appeared. F. Lipperheide is preparing a 
second, tee elegant edition of his «Collection of 
Songs: Offensive and Defensive’ (Vols. i. ii.), the 
first, consisting of no less than 5,000 copies, being 
exhausted. It yielded a net amount of 2,000 
thalers, which have been paid in to the Committee 
for the Relief of the Sick and Wounded. Vols. 
iii. and iv. will not be complete till after the war. 

The Altona Verlags Bureau has published 
‘Leaves from the Diary of an Inhabitant of 
Strasburg during the Siege, in the months of 
August and September, 1870,’ which tells a plain, 
unvarnished tale of the horrors of the bombard- 
ment, and of the heroic endurance of the inhabi- 
tants. Among the more remarkable political 
pamphlets, I may mention ‘ Questions —— 
the atentien of Germany,’ by Prof. H. Ewal 
(Leipzig, Rossberg). The learned Professor does 
not even now recede one inch from the position 
taken up by him since 1866, and still clamours for 
the restoration of the dispossessed princes. His 
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revious pamphlet, ‘ New Words to the Prussians, 
1 gone through a second edition, and remarks on 
the present war have been appended to it. 

E. Fleischer, of this town, has just issued a second 
edition of M. Retzsch’s masterly ‘ Outlines to Shak- 
speare’s Dramatic Works,’ with letter-press, by 

brici, Bottiger, and Von Miltiz) Mr. W. Kyle's 
‘Commentary on the Second Part of Faust,’ bearing 
the name of Mr. Triibner’s firm on the title-page, 
besides that of Stein, Nuremberg. I presume it is 
lying on your table, awaiting a review, and so, not 
wishing to forestall you, the bare mention of the 
title may here suffice. It is rather a long one 
though, running thus : ‘1,—An Exposition of 
the Symbolic Terms of the Second Part of “ Faust”; 
2,—How this Part thus proves itself to be a 
Dramatic Treatment of the Modern History of 
Germany, worthy of the genius of Goethe, and 
the Life he devoted to the Task.’ Eccentric as 
the title is, the book itself is not less so. It seems 
to be an instance of “piling Pelion upon shady 
Olympus,” or of “lucus 4 non lucendo”; and I 
fear, for the decidedly painstaking author's sake, 
it will be love’s labour lost. Another curious but 
seasonable volume is ‘The Purveyors of Hell and 
the Light-shunners,’ being an ‘ Historical Account 
of the Secret Police Systems and Secret Societies 
of all Times and Nations,’ by Dan. Von Kaszony. 
(Leipzig, Schaefer.) 

Costenoble, of Jena, has the following valuable 
and splendidly got-up works :—‘ Tales and Legends 
of the North-American Indians, by R. Knortz, 
Professor in the High School of Oshkosch, in Wis- 
coasin, bearing the apvropriate motto from ‘ Hia- 
watha,’ “Ye who love « nation’s legends,” &c., and 
displaying great intimacy with the subject treated. 
A fourth considerably augmented and improved 
edition of ‘The Alps represented in Pictures of 
Nature and Life,’ by H. A. Berlepsch, a work al- 
ready favourably known to the English public 
through Mr. Stevens’s able translation; the second 
volume of H. von Schlagintweit - Sakiinliinski’s 
‘Travels in India and Upper Asia, containing 
‘The Himalaya from Bhutan to Cashmere,’ and the 
first volume of C.T. Appan’s ‘ Under the Tropics : 
Travels, &c., in the Years 1849—1868,’ containing 
Venezuela. I suppose I need not remind your read- 
ers that the author was, in 1859, sent by the British 
Government to explore, in his capacity as naturalist, 
the interior of British Guyana and the adjacent 
countries as far as the Peruvian frontier. Of light 
Hiterature the same firm has ‘Travelling Letters 
from Egypt,’ by Louise Miihlbach, giving a graphic 
and most pleasantly written account of that lady’s 
visit to Egypt on the occasion of the opening of the 
canal of Suez. If any one wishes to see what Ger- 
many of to-day can do in the way of satire, let him 
procure ‘Harmless Letters to the Editors of the 
Salon, by a German Provincial, being a reprint 
from that. monthly (Leipzig, A. H. Payne), and well 
deserving of the highest commendation. In fact, 
Germar literature has produced nothing like these 
letters. Lastly, I must bestow a passing word of 
warm approbation on ‘ Reminiscences of my Life, 
by ‘Adolf Stahn (Schwerin, in Mecklenburg, Hilde- 
brandt). The first volume just published is parti- 
cularly interesting at this moment, containing, as 
it does, the author’s reminiscences of the French 
invasion of Germany in the early part of this cen- 
tury. But besides this, the descriptions of the 
locality (the Untermark, in Prussia) in which he 
spent his early days, and of the manners and cus- 
toms of the people,—above all, however, the hints 
on the education of youth, that may be gathered 
from the elegantly-written volume, render it one of 
permanent value. 

Our last great humourist, Bogumil Goltz, passed 
away a few weeks ago after a protracted illness, 
which the brave old man had caught in travelling 
about, in the manner of the late Mr. Dickens, for 
the purpose of giving public readings from his own 
writings. Goltz, however, only resorted to this 
mode of earning money, in order to retrieve his 
affairs, having sustained heavy pecuniary losses in 
consequence of the failure of one of his publishers. 
Another celebrity that did not live to see the new 
Empire inaugurated, is our fellow-citizen, Adolf 





Bottger, whose last production was ‘Das Galgen- 
manncher.’ His is the merit of having been the 
first to introduce Byron to the German public, 
though his translation of that poet has since been 
superseded by that of O. Gildemeister. D. A. 








ITALIAN NEWSPAPERS. 

From a report recently drawn up by order of the 
Minister of the Interior in Italy, it appears that 
throughout the country there are published 723 
newspapers of every shape and kind. In the pro- 
vince of Florence alone, 101 periodical publications 
are printed, all of which, excepting one published 
in Pistoia, are issued in the capital itself. Sixteen 
of these are daily newspapers, amongst which we 
note the Armonia and the Opinione, which have 
enjoyed a flourishing existence for twenty-three 
years. The Opinione has a large circulation, more 
than 10,000 copies of it being sold daily. In the 
province of Milan, 93 periodical publications are 
issued, of which, 87 are in Milan itself, five at Lodi, 
and one at Monza. Next in order of literary 
activity is the province of Turin, where 73 news- 
papers are published ; that of Naples, which num- 
bers 47, and that of Genoa, which possesses 37 
periodicals, amongst which is included the Gazetta 
di Genoa. Thirty-two papers are published in the 
province of Bologna, and 31 in the provinces of 
Venice. The numerous and well-written daily 
newspapers, especially those which treat of politics, 
form a very important part of Italian literature, as 
is evident from the fact that in Florence alone 
about 35,000 copies of political newspapers of first 
class character are sold daily. A little paper, the 
Fanfulla, the first appearance of which we noticed 
a short time ago, has already obtained a circulation 
of 2,000 copies. Next to the Opinione, the paper 
which has the largest circulation in Florence, is the 
Italie, which, although written in French, is an 
Italian paper published at Florence, and can reckon 
upon an average sale of 6,000 copies. In the midst 
of all this progress and activity, we must not be 
surprised at finding instances of a corresponding 
sluggishness and want of literary political life, as 
in the Abruzzo Ulteriore II., where no newspaper 
is published, and also in the provinces of the 
Abruzzo Ulteriore I., of Basilicata, of Ferrara, and 
of Groseto, where the only periodical publication is 
the Official Gazette, which merely contains notices 
of administrative and judicial acts. But there is 
every reason to believe that the impulse which has 
recently been given to periodical literature in Italy 
will be felt far and wide, and will cause new 
channels of information to be sought for throughout 
the country. 








PARIS AND THE WAR. 
(Par Ballon Monte.) 
Paris, Dec. 8, 1870. 

Ovr pigeon messengers bring us capital budgets 
of news sometimes, but they give us great anxiety 
at others; the difference in the time of making the 
trip is extraordinary, many are back in Paris in a 
few hours, while a week is not an unusual period ; 
but one arrived on the 5th inst. which left Douai 
on the 12th of October, bringing news of the bal- 
loon Washington. Some of the birds have doubt- 
less been shot, and others have been attacked by 
what the pigeon-rearer who wounded and cap- 
tured it calls an eagle, but a naturalist who has 
seen the bird declares it to be one of the great 
hawks that are trained in Prussia, and that its 
head and leg bear evident marks of the hood and 
leash. The conductor of the Washington says that 
the balloon was continually fired at as it passed 
over the Prussian lines, and he records that it was 
not safe to pass lower than 1,100 métres over their 
heads. We got a lot of 2,000 letters in the other 
day, but I have heard neither of letters nor des- 
patches from England. Did I mention in my last 
that telegraphic despatches paid in London for 
Paris at the ordinary rates, reach us without extra 

charge, per pigeon ? 
M. Jules Simon is indefatigable in his endea- 
vours to improve the means of education and study. 
Amongst other measures he has increased the hours 








of attendance in the reading-rooms of the public 
libraries, which are to close at four instead of the 
absurdly early hour of three; to artists he has 
opened the valuable library of the Louvre—rich in 
works on Art—which has been closed against the 
public ever since 1852; and shortly a reading-room 
will be ready there for the public. ‘ 

In the matter of education, the Minister has 
addressed a circular to the rectors of academies, in 
which he says—“If the State owes elementary 
instruction to all citizens, it should also give supe- 
rior instruction to all those who are capable of 
receiving it with distinction, and who promise by 
the disposition they evince to render useful service 
to the country.” Referring to bourses, scholarships 
devoted to the purpose referred to, the Minister 
says:—“ These bourses have been diverted from 
their object. The late administration arrogated to 
itself the right to distribute them according to its 
will, and they became in its hands a means of recom- 
pensing or stimulating functionaries, and sometimes 
the reward of electoral services.” He does not imply 
that these favours were always awarded without 
discernment, but he says, that being at the actual 
disposition of the Government they were obtained 
by favour and not by right ; they were rather re- 
wards given to parents than prizes awarded to the 
children themselves. A decree has appeared an- 


nouncing that five bourses will be given, at the cost . 


of the State, in the National Lycées, for competition 
amongst the pupils of the public common schools, or 
other schools of the metropolis or of the department 
of the Seine, and five other bourses in the primary 
normal schools of Paris for girls, for competition 
amongst female pupils. This decree, which isintended 
to facilitate access to the superior schools of all who 
are able to distinguish themselves, and who are only 
excluded by the poverty of their families, forms part 
of a series of measures to be taken for the reform 
of education, and its dissemination throughout.all 
classes of society. The Government and the city of 
Paris have arranged a plan for the establishment 
of a public library and reading-room in each of the 
twenty arrondissements of the city. The courses of 
lectures are opening at the College of France: M. 
de Loménie has selected for his inauguratory dis- 
course the subject of French Literature since 1789, 
in connexion with the revolutionary movement. 
Lectures, or conférences, are given in all parts of the 
city ; in the amphitheatre of the Ecole de Droit they 
are public and gratuitous, and the subjects selected 
have special relation to the present crisis ; thus, 
M. Ch. Giraud, of the Institut, took for his subject 
the other day, the union of Alsace and Lorraine 
with France ; M. Artolan, the peasant, combating 
the invasion. On Sunday next M. Bouvier is to 
discourse on the Convention of Geneva ; and on the 
following Sunday M. Budant treats Respect for 
the Rights of Others. 

Amongst the subjects treated at the Tribune of 
the Progressionists, which is held in the dining- 
room of the Grand Hotel, are: Alimentation, by 
Prof. H. Bocquillon; Aérial Navigation, by the well- 
known architect, M. Hector Horeau; and the New 
Applications of Electricity and Magnetism, with 
Experiments, by M. Trouvé, engineer. The even- 
ing entertainments of the Tribune terminate with 
recitations and music. At the same hétel there 
was a second literary and musical soirée in aid of 
the wounded, when M. Albert Delpit made a 
conférence on a Campaign of Francs-Tireurs; M. 
Saint Germain, the well-known actor, recited a 
comic piece, entitled the ‘Gréve des Journalistes’; 
Malle. Savary recited the ‘ Paris’ of Victor Hugo; 
and the evening was concluded with vocal music. 

Since the army went outside the walls of Paris, 
to commence the last act of the defence of the city, 
the performances at the various theatres have been 
suspended with general consent; it was felt that 
while hundreds of wounded men were being a 
in, and required all the attendance and aid t 
could be afforded, such entertainments would be 
out of place. The death of poor Mdlle. Bozzachi, 
the dancer, who made so brilliant a début in the ballet 
of ‘ Coppélia,’ has caused universal regret; she was 
attacked by small-pox, and carried off in two days.

<< has lost a valuable friend and servant 
by the sudden death of M. Pierre Jannet, best 
known as. the editor of the ‘ Bibliotheque Elzévir- 
jenne,’ at the early age of fifty. He was a native 
of Bordeaux, and came young to Paris: entered 
into the book trade, and became the proprie- 
tor of the Salle Silvestre, where the public 
book-sales are conducted ; he soon acquired great 
bibliographical knowledge, and showed rare apti- 
tude for languages. His first essay in editorshi 
was in the publication of a collection of sm 
volumes of modern classical literature, but he was 
before his time, and the project was a.‘ successful. 
At a later period he started his Elzevirian Library, 
to which for several years he gave all his attention ; 
this excellent collection of ancient literature and 
the classics of France, of the sixteenth and seven- 
teenth centuries, forms more than a hundred 
volumes, which are remarkable for their style. 
Amongst the works edited by himself are ‘ Les 
Quinze Joies de Mariage, and the works of 
Rabelais. Later still he commenced a cheap 
series, entitled the ‘ Bibliothéque Bleue,’ from the 
colour of the covers, and remarkable for neatness 
of execution ; this series includes the best edition 
extant of that remarkable Bohemian, Villon, and 
the complete text of Rabelais, in six volumes, the 
last of which is now in the press. He published 
also a new and augmented edition of the ‘ Super- 
cheries Littéraires’ of Quérard, the third volume of 
which is at press. Just before his death he was 
busy engaged in new undertakings, and amongst 
others the improvement of the mode of printing 
Chinese, of which language he had made himself 
master. The last work of M. Jannet was of a 
different character: he was occupied in the chari- 
table duty of providing gratuitously for the whole 
of the children in the public schools of the four- 
teenth arrondissement, which, with small resources, 
he managed with remarkable simplicity meats saan

Ir was a great surprise for those who 
attended at the Charterhouse on Monday, 
the 12th inst.

This gentleman used throughout, not merely 
the continental pronunciation of the vowels, 
but the old Roman method with our soft cand 
g, which became hard; andj, which reverted 
to the sound of z. ‘‘Masculos illos ac vere 
Romanos sonos ausus sum revocare,” said the 
orator, and the words were received with 
marked applause ; but of course there was 
some difference of opinion as to the change 
thus suddenly effected. We confess to skiliket 
(for scilicet) having made us wince. Mr. 
Henry King (who proceeds to Balliol) had a 
difficult task in face of a critical audience, but 
he accomplished it with modest self-possession 
and great effect. 


Ir is satisfactory to hear that the welcome 
given by the poetry-loving public to the fourth 
and concluding volume of Mr. Morris’s poem 
of ‘The Earthly Paradise,’ which is reviewed 
in our present number, has been very much 
warmer than that accorded to any of the pre- 
ceding volumes: the first edition is already 
exhausted. 


WE understand that the Rev. Lewis Mercier, 
Chaplain of the Foundling, has in the press a 
new Life of Christ, the prominent feature of 
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which will be a new chronology of the subject, 
founded upon astronomical calculations. 


Tue Rev. W. W. Skeat is engaged on a new 
edition of ‘Chatterton,’ for Messrs. Bell & 
Daldy’s Aldine Series, in which he is tracing 
to their sources Chatterton’s ludicrous mistakes 
in the use of early English words; and at the 
same time showing what very good poetry 
Chatterton’s lines make when turned into the 
modern English that they were first written 
in. The ignorance of old English among 
Chatterton’s contemporaries must have been 
very far greater than that which now prevails. 
Mr. Edward Bell, of Trinity, is to write the 
Life of Chatterton that will accompany Mr. 
Skeat’s edition of the poet’s works. 


WE understand that the publication of the 
late Mr. Papworth’s ‘Ordinary of British Ar- 
morials,’ which was suspended by a long and 
painful illness, is about to be resumed, upon 
different terms, under a competent editor; and 
that the new terms of publication will be such 
that even those subscribers who discontinued 
their subscriptions early, will be able to obtain 
the remainder of the work at a reasonable 
price. 

Mrs. Horace St. JoHn is engaged upon 
a new historical work based upon the docu- 
ments recently brought to light in the Italian 
Historical Archives. The volume will illustrate 
life in Southern Italy two centuries ago, and 
will be entitled the ‘Chronicle of the Sirens’ 
Palace.’ 


Tue Harleian Society has in type ‘The 
Visitation of Rutlandshire, in 1618,’ its second 
book for the present year. 


Pror. SEELEY will give a course of lectures 
on the British Constitution, to ladies, at the 
South Kensington Museum, in January. They 
will probably have a more homelike interest 
than his admirable lectures on Roman History. 


A sEconD volume of the Archeological 
Survey of India, illustrating buildings near 
Muttra and Agra, of the mixed Hindu-Moham- 
medan style, is nearly ready for publication. 
It has been prepared by Lieut. H. H. Cole, 
R.E. 


Dr. WitHEtM Korner, of Berlin, has written 
some ‘ Observations on the language of Gower’s 
Confessio Amantis.’ 


THE unveiling of the Schiller monument at 
Berlin, which was to have taken place this 
month, is put off till the spring of next year. 


Amone German works announced are Ru- 
dolf von Raumer’s ‘History of Germanic 
Philology, especially in Germany’; Karl Miil- 
lenhoff’s ‘German Antiquities, vol. 1; E. L. 
Rochholz’s ‘Three Local Goddesses, Walburg, 
Verena, and Gertrude, as German Saints.’ 


Sicnor NicomipE Brancntr's ‘ Storia Docu- 
mentata della Diplomazia Europea in Italia 
dall’ anno 1814 all’ anno 1861’ has already 
reached its seventh volume, extending over the 
period from 1851 to 1858, and we may look 
forward to the early completion of the work. 
The volume before us, like those already pub- 
lished, consists of two parts, the first containing 
‘The History of the Diplomatie Relations of 
Italy,’ and the second part consisting of fifty- 
three hitherto unpublished documents which il- 
lustrate the historical narrative. Although the 
seventh volume only comprises a period of seven 
years, yet they are seven important years. The 





careers of Massimo d’Azeglio and of Cavour are 
set before the reader in the clearest light, and 
the information the author has derived from 
the unpublished documents has enabled him 
to correct many erroneous ideas with respect 
to some of the actions of these eminent 
statesmen. 


Mioza Kacton-Bey, the well-known Tartar 
Professor and Orientalist, died at St. Peters- 
burg on the 9th of this month. 


Pror. ALBERTO Errera is publishing a 
series of biographical and literary sketches of 
educators of the people,—‘ Gli Educatori del 
Popolo’ (Treviso, 1871),—of which the first 
part is already printed, and is devoted to the 
popular educators of France: MM. Jean Macé, 
Jules Simon, Ernest Legouvé, George Sand, 
Edouard Laboulaye, &c. The next parts will 
treat of those of England, Germany and Italy. 


Amonest the many reviews which have 
been brought out since Rome has become a 
part of the kingdom of Italy is La Vita 
Nuova, a weekly review of science and lite- 
rature, edited by a Neapolitan, Signor Fran- 
eesco Plantulli ; another periodical is announced 
for the lst of January, La Rivista Giuridica, 
to be edited, in Florence, by Prof. Cesare De 
Crescenzio, which will be in monthly parts ; 
Dr. Felice Finzi, with Prof. Paolo Mantegazza 
as his colleague, will shortly publish a new 
monthly Review of Ethnology and Authro- 
pology. 

Sicnor GASPARE BARBERA, the most enter- 
prising and acute of Italian publishers, has 
just issued a republication of Dante’s Divina 
Commedia, with the valuable comments of 
Signor Andreoli, in one volume, which is sold 
for the very low price of two lire. Still cheaper 
is the volume which contains the ‘Rime’ of 
Petrarch, with Ambrosoli’s notes and Leopardi’s 
interpretations, of which the price is only one 
lira. Thus, Dante and Petrarch are brought 
within the means of every student of Italian 
literature. 


A CONTRIBUTION to Netherlandish dialectic 
literature is a volume by Mr. P. Reuter ‘Tiva 
grappige Stikken neiforteld troch Weling 
Dijkstra.’ A small contribution to Horatian 
criticism, in the same country, is a pamphlet by 
Dr. H. Riedel, printed at Leeuwarden, entitled 
‘ Horace and his Editors.’ 


THE local press of Constantinople announces, 
with general expressions of regret, shared in 
by all sections of society, the death, at the age 
of forty-five, of Mr. Alfred B. Churchill, the 
editor and proprietor of the Turkish semi- 
official paper, the Jeride Hawades. Mr. 
Churchill was born at Constantinople, and 
succeeded his father in the conduct of the 
paper. Although his training was more 
French than English, he was thoroughly 
English in character. His qualifications en- 
abled him to exercise considerable influence 
and promote the cause of progress, in which 
he was a most useful coadjutor to Fuad 
and Ali Pashas. He secured the co-operation 
of some able writers in the conduct of his 
paper, and was able to keep up its literary 
reputation against powerful opposition. He 
much improved the character of Turkish 
printing, and also bestowed attention on the 
spread of popular literature, publishing several 
cheap works, which included romantic and 
poetical novels, biographies, descriptions of 
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scientific inventions, and a cookery-book: some 
of these went through a large impression. On 
the occasion of the late visit of the Sultan to 
this country, Mr. Churchill attended as the 
official historiographer of the expedition. 


A CORRESPONDENT wishes to know “ what 
is the meaning, in publishing phrase, of a 
reprint ?—Ought not a work calling itself a 
reprint to represent faithfully the ipsissima 
verba of the original?” He then brings under 
our notice the following instance: ‘ Essays, 
Literary, Moral and Political,’ by David Hume, 
Esq., the Historian. A careful reprint of the 
two volumes 8vo. edition. London: Alex. 
Murray & Son, 30, Queen’s Square, W. C., 
1870.’ “It will scarcely be believed,” he 
says, “but it is no less true, that notwith- 
standing the words a careful reprint on the 
title-page, this edition contains neither Hume’s 
celebrated essay ‘On Miracles,’ nor his almost 
equally celebrated essay, ‘Of a Particular 
Providence and of a Future State.’—Is this,” 
he inquires, “an honest transaction towards 
the public, who are asked to pay five shillings 
for a mutilated edition of such a celebrated 
work as Hume’s Essays?” Having referred 
to the publication in question, we can our- 
selves confirm the statement of our corre- 
spondent; and we may add, that in look- 
ing at the last essay in the volume, entitled 
‘The Natural History of Religion,’ and com- 
paring it with the Edinburgh two-volume 
edition of 1804, we perceive that whole para- 
graphs have been omitted. Is this the case, 
we wonder, with respect to Mr. A. Murray’s 
other reprints ? 


LITERATURE, as a profession at this moment, 
in Spain, seems much what it was in England 
when Samuel Johnson came to London, with 
three guineas and three acts of ‘Irene’ in his 
pocket. Carlos Rubio, who has for years, in 
hot water and out of it, been one of the 
staunchest supporters of progress, both with 
pen and tongue, says, “Since my return from 
banishment I have sought to live as I did 
abroad, by labour: that is to say, by my pen; 
but literary labour, however honourable as a 
profession, is at present in Madrid and in fact 
all Spain, confined to editing novels, retailed 
at tenpence each.” 


THE contest between Sanskrit and Greek 
for the educational course is renewed by the 
Indian press. Many reasons are naturally as- 
signed in favour of Sanskrit; but there is a 
desire to obtain an approximation of educa- 
tional standards and processes between India 
and England, and the preference appears to be 
given to the western classics. Young India, 
now making incursions to England, wishes not 
to be considered behindhand in any branch of 
study. 

Our statement that Yale College, U.S., had 
purchased the library of the late Prof. Rau 
‘was incorrect. We learn from the Watton, 
that the University of Michigan has secured 
it, a telegram from Ann Arbor having antici- 
pated, by one day, a similar telegram from 
Yale. 

“THE Williams Review, a magazine pub- 
lished at Williams College, has begun,” says 
the New York Nation, “an act of publication 
which will strike most people as being, to say 
the least of it, in very doubtful taste. The 
editors have come into possession of a series 
of papers, which they look upon as having 





been the property of the late Professor Parker 
Cleveland, who for half-a-century was an 
instructor in Bowdoin College. It would seem, 
however, that in strictness these papers were 
never to be regarded as Professor Cleveland’s 
property in any other sense than that he, as 
a teacher in the college, received from students 
in his charge certain essays which were written 
as college exercises, and which thus, with or 
without the good-will and consent of the writers, 
came into his hands, and there remained. Yet 
the Williams Review, having access to Professor 
Cleveland’s papers, announces its intention of 
publishing the commencement ‘parts’ by Mr. 
Longfellow, President Pierce, Hawthorne, 
Ephraim Peabody, Senator Fessenden, and 
other eminent graduates of Bowdoin, and has 
actually begun with a Latin essay of Haw- 
thorne’s.”

THE CHISWICK GARDENS, 


Tue well-known gardens of the Royal Horti- 
cultural Society at Chiswick have lately been shorn 
of their fair proportions. For some years past the 
financial state of the Society has been such that it 
has been unable to keep up these gardens properly, 
and arrangements have now been made by which 
the landlord, the Duke of Devonshire, relieves 
the Society of some portion of their anxieties, by 
taking off their hands about half of the garden, in- 
cluding the Arboretum, the Pinetum, the Orchard, 
and the Wilderness Walk. The Society retains 
some eighteen acres, on which are erected numerous 
glass houses, and it is expected that the space will 
still be sufficient for the prosecution of experiments 
on practical and scientific horticulture. A sale was 
held recently, when some thousands of fruit-trees, 
shrubs, &c., were disposed of at high prices. The 
loss of the Arboretum is a serious matter, as it 
contained many choice examples of rare and noble 
trees. The maples are specially fine and interesting, 
and it is to be hoped the Duke will see the desira- 
bility of retaining intact such interesting speci- 
mens. The loss of the orchard, containing a vast 
number of authentically named fruit-trees, is less a 
matter for regret, as arrangements have been made 
by which at least the best kinds may be preserved 
by grafting on dwarf-stocks, &., so as to grow 
them in less compass. The Pinetum, too, is not a 
great loss, as, generally speaking, the pines did not 
do well at Chiswick, and moreover, extensive ar- 
rangements are now being carried out at Kew to 
form there an extensive collection of these plants. 
The Wilderness Walk is, we fear, irreparably 
doomed. It contained a vast number of rare or little- 
known plants, and was a perfect hunting-ground 
for the botanist. The rule of might, however, has 
gradually exterminated many of the rarities—the 
stronger have ousted the weaker, and as for years 
past no care has been taken to preserve the weaker, 
the result of the struggle for existence was not 
doubtful even before the eligibility of the site for 
building purposes had finally sealed the fate of the 
“‘ Wilderness.” 





THE RIVERS CHEBAR AND AHAVA. 
Ravenscourt Villa, Hammersmith. 

I sHOULD like to draw the attention of Biblical 
Geographers to two points that appear to be of 
interest. Rabbi Petachia, who travelled a year 
later than Benjamin of Tudela, in the twelfth cen- 
tury, and whose travels have been translated by 
Dr. Benisch (Triibner & Co. 1856), describes the 
tomb of Ezekiel as being on the river “ Chabor.” 
The tomb of Ezekiel is well known to lie on the 
Hindiyah at Keffil, and it has been figured in its 
modern form in Loftus’s ‘ Travels in Chaldza and 
Susiana. The Hindiyah would then not only be 
the Pallacopas of Alexander’s historians, but the 
Chebar—the river beside which Ezekiel saw his 
vision (Ezek. i. 3; iii. 15, 23; x. 15, 22), and by 





the side of which the captive prophet a 

have been buried. The Jews ps the Hindi ah 
the Perath (or Euphrates) of Borsip, and the Birs 
Nimrud, which represents Borsippa of the Greeks 
and Romans, and according to Sir Henry Rawlin- 
son, Bartsebah of the Assyrian inscriptions, (and 
possibly Tel Abib of Ezek. iii. 15), is situated on 
the same canal north of Keffil. (Neubauer, Geo. 
du Talmud, pp. 327, 346). The Chebar has been 
identified by many, by myself among others, and 
emphatically by Mr. Layard (Nin. and Baby]. p. 
283), with the Khabur or Chaboras—a river which 
unquestionably represents the Habor or Khabur 
of 2 Kings, xvii. 6 ; but it has been justly pointed 
out that Chebar is written with a caph, whereas 
Habor is written with cheth in Kings and Chroni- 
cles, and being a river in the land of the Chal- 
deans, was most likely a derivative of the Euph- 
iets if not, as signifying “ great,” the Euphrates 
itself. 

The second point to which I wish to call atten- 
tion is, that Benjamin of Tudela places the tomb 
of Ezra, figured in Mignan’s Travels, p. 8, on the 
river Samarra, as does also Al Charisi, (see note 
289, to ‘ Asher’s Itin. of Rabbi Benj. of Tudela’) ; 
and Rabbi Petachia tells us that Samarra is in 
Hebrew Ahava; noticed as a river in Ezra viii. 
21, 31; and as a town or district, in ver.15. Now 
Samarra was an ancient city of importance (Gen. 
Chesney, ‘ Exp. to the Euph.,’ vol. 1, p. 27), and its 
ruins adjoin those of Eski or “old” Baghdad, the 
metropolis of southern Assyria during the Sasanian 
dynasty, and identified by Sir Henry Rawlinson 
and myself (Trav. in the Track, &c. p. 116), with 
the Opis of the Greeks. If Samarra is Ahava in 
Hebrew, we should then find the place where Ezra 
assembled the captives to be the same as Opis, 
Dastagerd, Kerkh, or Samarra, and that as the 
Tigris, which was divided near the same point, 
was known as the Ahava below that point by the 
Jews, so also was it known as the Samarra in the 
time of the Khalifat, or of the Caliphs of Baghdad.

Astatic.—Dec. 12.—Sir H. Bartle E. Frere, in 
the chair—Dr. R. S. Mair and Mr. G. Branson 
were elected Resident Members.—Prof. Pickford 
read a paper ‘On the Derivation of the Word 
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and the Relationship of the Telugu Lan- 
poe The word Telugu had been derived by 
native grammarians from Trilingam, meaning 
“the country of the three Lingas,” but this de- 
rivation is a mere invention of the Brahmins, 
made at a time when the original meaning of the 
word had been forgotten. The ancient inhabitants 
of the eastern coast of the Peninsula were called 
Telagdlu, galu being the plural form of the affix 
gu. Tela might either be regarded as a noun, 
meaning the colour white, or an adjective meaning 
light, fair or white. Thus Tela-gdlu really means 
the fair or light-coloured people, not those dwelling 
within the three Lingas. The word Tela was as 
old and as deeply-rooted in the language as any 
other word, and there were many derivations of it 
exhibiting an affinity in signification, not a few of 
which were now commonly used in India, such as 
Tella and Teli, the colour white ; and as an ad- 
jective, fair, light, white ; T'elléna, whiteness; Tella- 
mu, apparent, clear ; Tellavdri, the dawn, morning ; 
Telliyu, to be apparent, to be seen, &c. The 
Telugu people, when contrasted with the Pariahs 
and other tribes in the south, exhibited a marked 
difference of complexion, which could not fail to 
strike even an ordinary observer in India, for a 
Telugu man, whether rich or poor, high caste or low, 
was much more fair in colour, and possessed rather 
an olive complexion; and in oval features, height 
and symmetry of figure, he clearly resembled the 
Aryan race. Prof. Pickford then proceeded to state 
that the results at which the few Dravidian 
scholars there were had arrived, had not satisfied 
him ; on the contrary, a brief study of the Telugu 
language had convinced him of the connexion be- 
tween the Telugu and the Aryan languages. He 
contented himself for the present with collecting 
a number of Telugu words, for the most part of 
common occurrence, which he traced through 
various Aryan languages. The Dravidian tribes, 
in his opinion, must have separated from the 
Aryan stock at a very early period, and esta- 
blished themselves in India after having conquered 
astillmore ancient people, the Pariars—long before 
the Vedic people departed from their Aryan home.— 
The introductory paragraphs were then read of a 
paper on the same subject, by Mr. C. E. Gover, of 
Madras, ‘The Dravidian Languages not Scythic, but 
Aryan.’ Mr. Gover, starting from the same fact of 
there being, from a physiological point of view, little, 
if any, difference between the Dravidian people and 
the Northern Hindus, confessed to feeling unable, 
after a close study of the Dravidian languages, to 
accept the results of Dravidian scholars maintaining 
their affinity to the Turanian family. He proceeded 
to examine the lists of words given as undoubtedly 
Dravidian by Dr. Caldwell and Mr. Hunter, all of 
which, including the pronouns and numerals, he 
contended are Aryan, not Scythic—In discussing 
the papers, Mr. G. Campbell, Prof. C. P. Brown, 
and Dr. A. Campbell, maintained that, although 
a good deal of Aryan blood had been infused into 
the Southern races, still there was abroad distinction 
between the Aryan and Dravidian languages. 





Society oF ANTIQUARIES.—Dec. 8.—W. H. 
Black, Esq., in the chair.—Dr. O’Callaghan, D.C.L. 
exhibited a very interesting collection of Auto- 
graphs of eminent Italian Princes, the Sforzas, the 
Borgias, and the Medici; and also one of Ferdi- 
nand and Isabella.—Mr. Albert Way exhibited 
a Goldsmith’s Touchstone, bearing a merchant’s 
mark.—Dr. J. J. Howard exhibited Five Deeds 
with Seals Pendent, on which the Doctor made 
some remarks illustrating peculiarities in the seals 
or in the phraseology of the documents.—Mr. J. G. 
Nichols exhibited, by permission of R. F. Dal- 
rymple, Esq., a deed appointing Sir John Fastolfe 
Governor of the Bastille, which he illustrated with 
copious remarks. 





ZooLoeicaL.— Dee, 6.— R. Hudson, Esq., V.P., 
in the chair.—The Secretary read a report on the 
additions to the Society’s Menagerie during the 
months of October and November. Particular at- 
tention was called to an example of Geoffroy’s Cat 
(Felis Geoffroyi), from Paraguay, and a specimen 





of the Antarctic wolf (Canis Antarcticus), from the 
Falkland Islands—An extract was read from a 
letter from Dr. R. C. Cunningham, giving particu- 
lars of the habits of a Manatee, as observed by him 
in the public gardens at Rio.—Letters and papers 
were read from Mr. W. H. Hudson, ‘On the Orni- 
thology of Buenos Ayres,—by Dr. J. Murie, a 
continuation of his memoir ‘On the Anatomy of 
the Sea Lion (Otaria jubata), as observed in the 
male of this species which died in the Society’s 
Gardens in 1867,—by Mr. J. B. Perrin, ‘On the 
Anatomy of the Smaller Fin-Whale (Balenoptera 
rostrata), —from Dr. G. Hautlaub and Dr. O. 
Finsch, describing a new Finch from the Naviga- 
tors Islands, proposed to be called Lobiospiza 
notabilis,—from the Rev. O. P. Cambridge, ‘On a 
Collection of Arachnida, made by Mr. J. Keast 
Lord in the Peninsula of Sinai and on the African 
borders of the Red Sea,—by Mr. G. Gulliver, ‘On 
certain Points in the Anatomy and Economy of the 
Lampreys,—by Dr. A. Giinther, ‘On the hitherto 
unrecorded Occurrence of Lates calcarifer in Aus- 
tralia”—from Dr. J. E. Gray, communications con- 
taining the description of the skull of the adult 
Eupleres gondoti, and on Hapalemur simus, a new 
Lemur, described from a specimen lately living in 
the Society’s Gardens,—by Messrs. Sclater and 
Salvin, ‘On five new Species of Birds from the 
United States of Columbia,’ and ‘On the Collec- 
tions of Birds recently made by Mr. G. M. Whitely 
on the Line of the Inter-Oceanic Railway of Hon- 
duras,”—by Mr. Sclater, ‘On three onpereny new 
Species of Tyrant Birds, of the genus Elainea,’—by 
Mr. St. G. Mivart, ‘On the Myology of a Species 
of Chameleon (Chameleon Parsoni).’—Mr. Gould 
exhibited and pointed out the characters of two 
new species of Humming Birds from Ecuador, 
which he proposed to call Chetocercus bombilius 
and Thalurania hypochlora. 





ErunoLoeicaL.— Dec. 13.—Prof. Huxley, Presi- 
dent, in the chair.—Mr. E. R. Morris was announced 
as a new Member. — Mr. Grove, Q.C., exhibited 
twelve skulls from the large collection in the crypt 
of Rothwell Church, in Northamptonshire, and 
Prof. Busk described in detail their anatomical 
peculiarities. Remarks on this subject were also 
made by the President, Mr. Galton, and Mr. J. 
Evans.—Sir John Lubbock, Bart., read a paper ‘On 
Stone Implements from Africa,’ illustrated by spe- 
cimens from Accra, on the Gold Coast, and from 
the Cape of Good Hope. He also exhibited a small 
but exquisitely worked flint implement from Syria. 
—The discussion which followed this communica- 
tion was sustained by Messrs. A. W. Franks, W. 
Blackmore, E. B. Tylor, Hyde Clarke, J. Flower, 
Galton, Pusey, and Col. Lane Fox.—A collection of 
stone implements was exhibited by Dr. Hooker. 
—Some notes were read on a collection of 
stone spear-heads, &c., from South Africa, recently 
brought home by Mr. E. Layard.—A supplementary 
report ‘On the Present Condition of the Prehis- 
toric Antiquities on Dartmoor,’ was presented by 
Mr. C. Spence Bate. The author described a num- 
ber of stone huts, circles, and avenues, in the neigh- 
bourhood of the Avon and Erme, and especially 
alluded to certain structures which he regarded as 
early relics of military engineering. 





Martuematicat.— Dec. 8. —W. Spottiswoode, 
Esq., President, in the chair—Mr. L. H. Smith 
was elected a Member.—Prof. H. G. S. Smith 
made a communication on the subject of Elliptic 
Integrals.—Prof. Cayley then gave an account of 
his ‘ Note on the Theory of the Rational Transfor- 
mation between two Planes, and on Special 
Systems of Points,’ and of his ‘Note on Quartic 
Surfaces.’

. Science Gossip. 


Tue Annual General Meeting of the Institution 
of Civil Engineers will be held on Tuesday evening 
next, the 20th. 


For some time an Indian Tea Association for 
London has been proposed, with the object of im- 
proving the quality and increasing the consumption 
of Indian tea. Last week a paper was read at the 
Society of Arts for doing the like with cheese, by 
extending the American co-operative system lately 
introduced here, and setting up factory dairies. 
These have proved cheese academies, employing 
and paying well the best cheese-makers, and training 
pupils. The dairymaid of the pastoral poets is 
threatened with a restriction of her functions to 
milking cows. During the discussion a Cheshire 
champion, amid roars of laughter, bravely main- 
tained that the touch of the tip of the dairymaid’s 
finger is superior to all thermometer tests. 


THE expedition of Mr. Forsyth to the Ataligh 
Bey of Turkestan, thovgh valuable for scientific and 
political results, has fallen heavily on one class of 
animals, the yaks. No fewer than 250 died: 
they were impressed animals, and worth from 30s. 
to 2l. each,—a large sum there, and a heavy tax 
on the Ladakhees. 


WE are requested to state that it is not the 
intention of the Government to fill up, by the 
transference of one of the Cork Professors to 
Belfast, the vacancy created by the resignation of 
Dr. Wyville Thomson. 


Ir is lucky there are no trades unions among 
elephants, for an elephant “on strike” is as de- 
structive as a Sheffield unionist. An elephant 
employed by the Government of India in haul- 
ing teak logs, for the Forest Department, in the 
Anamallay Forest, lately brought about a suspen- 
sion of operations for above a fortnight. He began 
by knocking down his keeper, but, luckily, did not 
kill him. He then made for the huts of the keepers, 
whose wives and families were driven into the 
jungle. He displayed his skill in pulling down the 
huts, smashed up the carts and implements, and 
destroyed a quantity of provisions stored up for his 
brother elephants. After keeping the settlement 
in alarm for some fifteen days, he was shot in one 
of the legs, and then caught and chained. 


Tue disturbed state of the Continent arising 
from the Franco-Prussian War has caused the 
postponement of the fifth Session of the Bologna 
International Congress of Anthropology and Pre- 
historic Archeology (which was fixed for last 
October) until October, 1871. Mr. C. H. E. Car- 
michael, who went to Bologna as Delegate of the 
Anthropological Society of London, has communi- 
cated to that Society some interesting particulars 
with reference to the Congress. Prof. Capellini, 
the eminent geologist and archzologist, one of the 
founders of the International Congress, who acted 
as Secretary of the Committee of Organization, 
showed him the very good geological and palzonto- 
logical collections of the Oliconiey of Bologna, as 
well as the rooms set apart for the Italian Exhibi- 
tion of Anthropology and Prehistoric Archeology, 
in aid of which the Government has made a dona- 
tion of 15,000 francs. He reports that the rooms, 
as regards light, space and contiguity to the seat 
of Congress, have been selected with the greatest 
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care and judgment. The enforced delay will be a 
gain to the Exhibition, as it will give time for 
several valuable collections to be added to the 
Exhibition which would not have reached it 
this year. 

Sicnor ANGELO AGNELLO, late Assistant at the 
Royal Astronomical Observatory of Palermo, has 
published an excellent monograph on the total 
eclipse of the sun on the 22nd of this month, as it 
will be visible in Sicily.

THE SOCIETY OF FRENCH ARTISTS.—GERMAN GAL- 
LERY, NEW BOND STREET. 

THERE is in this gathering a larger proportion 
of fine works than in any we have seen. It 
represents, very happily, the present condition 
and aims of landscape and figure-painting in 
France, and ought to be most attractive, as 
it may be most instructive to English artists 
and lovers of Art. Among contributors are MM. 
Brion, Corot, Daubigny, Delacroix, Diaz, Dupré, 
Legros, Regnault, Ribot, Ziem, Artan, Hamon, 
T. Rousseau and Roybet. Pictures by Ingres, 
Géricault, Delacroix, and Troyon, add to its interest. 
With a few exceptions, to be noted here, the pic- 
tures before us are of cabinet size, and consist of 
sketches and studies; but, to traincd eyes they will 
not be less welcome on the latter account. 

It will be convenient to note the works which 
impress us in their order on the walls, grouping 
each artist's productions. First, is 4 Snow Effect 
(No. 3), by M. Legros, treated with great breadth and 
a true sense of colour; the subject isa brook of black 
or steel-like water forcing its way past snow-laden 
banks, near the edge of a forest.—By M. Michel is 
a capital and pathetic half-length of An Italian 
Girl (2), of which the drawing and modelling are fit 
to be an example to English painters, although not 
remarkable among French productions.—Many of 
our readers may remember to have seen in the 
Salon of this year, a picture styled ‘Salome,’ by M. 
Regnault, representing the daughter of Herodias as 
she sits panting after the fateful dance, clad in 
dazzling tissues, with fervid eyes glittering under 
dense masses of the blackest hair; we noticed 
this among the most notable productions of 
the year, and described it, in May last, as carry- 
ing to the utmost the peculiar tendencies of the 
French school,—not desirably successful, not ex- 
emplary as a model in sentiment and painting, 
in fact, decidedly the reverse: yet undeniably 
a work of tremendous power in conception and 
painting. Here is another work, by the same 
artist, still less acceptable in sentiment than 
‘Salome,’ but pictorially more like a true master- 
piece: it is styled Execution at the Alhambra 





(108). The horror of its subject is depicted with 
such appalling force that the picture gains dignity 
by its power; so that, while the flesh creeps, we 
do not sicken,—as, for instance, before Poussin’s 
‘Plague of Ashdod,’ where the stench of human 
corpses rises up. In the Alhambra, as M. Regnault 
wills it, we are placed in a hall, and lower than the 
head of a flight of white steps, which rises before 
us, to a gorgeously-decorated chamber; on these 
steps stands an executioner: at his feet lie the 
corpse and the head of his victim. The work is 
more horrible in its mode of treatment than 
its subject, whatever that is; but it lacks nothing 
that art of the painter’s sort can bestow in power 
of design, vigour and richness of colour, and 
tragical conception; in its way, it is poetical, 
although we do not like it. Our vision ranges 
past the steps to a domed room, with flashes 
of reflected light on all its mosaic-lined walls, 
pendentives, stalactite mouldings, ornaments, pil- 
lars, and arcades. These are glowing in gold 
and red, on resplendent surfaces; a black dado 
gives a sombre base to the gorgeous display. 
On the step of this chamber (our point of view 
being much lower than its floor) stands a gigantic 
executioner of the will of the king, his skin of 
dusky bronze looking intensely solid as it is re- 
lieved by the gleaming background. He is clad 
in a blood-rose coloured garment; his shoulders are 
almost bare, as his arms are; his square, flat chest 
rises like a wall. With an easy swing of his vast 
arms, turning on his hips and fixed feet, looking 
down on us with half-averted head, he slowly 
draws through the skirt of his robe the blade 
of a huge sword, and wipes away the blood of 
the dead man at his feet, whose corpse, fore- 
shortened to us, clad in black, crimson, and green, 
lies supine on the stairs, headless, and pouring jets 
of blood. The head, still turning fierce eyes and 
wrathful lips at the swordsman, has just struck 
the lower stone before us, and yields its blood to 
meet the downward flowing streams of the corpse. 

In On the Banks of the Oise (10) M. Daubigny’s 
sober, rather sombre, yet very sweet feeling for 
French pastoral prevails. It is a river pastoral. 
Lush herbage, with white and yellow flowers, is on 
the bank; a few trees, disposed with consummate 
art, a distant slope of land stretching towards the 
water and marked with cottages, a warm sky, 
elements familiar enough to those who know the 
pictures of the master of French landscape : 
and they are well aware how such materials afford 
scope for design and technical skill of the 
highest grade. If, as we are assured, this pic- 
ture was that which, being “skied” at the 
Academy this year, was invisible, it affords a new 
proof of the incompetence, ignorant prejudices, 
or jealousies of those who placed it there. Sun- 
set at Villerville (22) is a fine, rather sketchy 
picture. On the Banks of the Oise (34) and A Vil- 
lage in Picardy (45) display the manner and 
powers of the master in a degree which is inferior 
only to that of the first-named work. Evening (46) 
shows moonlight growing bright over a level 
country, with trees admirably grouped, at a time 
when the air is so still that smoke from the chim- 
neys rises upright. The student should likewise 
observe The Banks of the Oise (53), The Out- 
skirts of Anvers (62) and Country Scenes (71), by 
the same fine hands.—M. Corot deals in the veiled 
music of pictorial art, with chastened, sober, and 
opalescent greys, tender gleams of light, and shades 
that are without form. He is richly represented 
here by means of The Nymphs’ Dance (12), from 
the Salon of this year. This is a gem of subtle art, 
most delicately treated. The City of Avray (14) is 
less poetical but hardly less deliciously artistic than 
the last; the subject appears by means of a calm, 
softly-shining river, with a little village on its 
banks, and trees of softest foliage grouped in a 
meadow; behind, a line of darker boughs rises 
against the grey, tenderly-toned sky; a man is 
fishing, a woman gathering fallen wood. The 
Neighbourhood of Coubron (41) is nearly as delight- 
ful as the above. See likewise On the Route (48), 
The Rivulet (90), A Rivulet (94), La Charette (97), 
and Country Scene (98), all by the same. 











Reviewing the Salon of this year, we commended 
to the admiration of lovers of noble and pathetic 
landscape M. Artan’s ‘Souvenir des Cétes de 
Bretagne’— No. 57 in that Exhibition. It is pleasant 
to see this fine work again, with the title Sea View 
(9), which aptly enough describes a tumultuous 
not violent, sea, as it breaks on the land at our 
right, under shadows of a darker sky, and frets a low 
point of sand-strewn rocks, the sloping surface of 
which—like that of a natural breakwater—lies 
towards us. In the mid-distance a second point 
of rock appears; behind this the higher ridges of 
an iron coast; far off, between the second and 
third points, a gleam of warm and silvery light 
falls on a waste of yeasty surges; above is a wild, 
richly-painted sky. M. Artan has evidently pro- 
fited by the study of M. Daubigny in his best and 
most pathetic moods, and applied his fine principles 
of colour and treatment to other themes than those 
of his guide. With perfect independence of mind, 
the younger artist has been completely successful 
in producing, by the pathetic, solemn treatment of 
very ordinary, but very grand, elements of nature, 
one of the finest landscapes we remember to have 
seen. By the same artist, and hardly inferior to 
the last-named picture, is Marine View (16), a 
similar, but by no means mannered, work. It is 
a coast view again: shallow waters break in shal- 
low waves, which rise in irregular lines beneath 
the shadow of a great cloud, which the wind 
has divided and driven off, leaving a gap for 
light to penetrate and fall in great breadth on the 
distance; near to hand a boat labours in the sea; 
in the mid-distance a smack rolls heavily. On 
our left are the lines of a timber-built pier, like so 
many black bones; farther off a steamer is making 
for the port, which is hidden from sight. The 
colour, breadth, and luminousness of this work are 
admirable. 

M. Hamon’s pretty little work, The New Doll 
(13), a child at play, has much sweetness of ex- 
pression and natural simplicity, with the artist’s 
characteristic grace in painting. <A fine Portrait of 
General Prim (15), mounted on a horse, the exe- 
cution of which may startle our makers of eques- 
trian likenesses, is the work of M. Regnault, 
and shows how an able historical painter can deal 
in portraiture.— The Christian Martyrs (17) is by 
M. Thirion. It represents, with remarkable dra- 
matic power, a group of victims, men, women, 
and youths, placed in the centre of an amphi- 
theatre, while the beasts whose prey they are 
rush with wild gambols from their dens. There 
is much in this work which may be studied 
with profit by our painters. One thing strikes us 
deeply, namely, the fine taste evinced by the artist 
in the omission of anything melo-dramatic in 
the design and expressions of the figures. The 
solemnity of the subject does not affect the 
observer at first sight with that force which the 
merit of the design might lead one to expect it 
would do. A slight tendency to prettiness in the 
colour and a want of solidity in the handling, 
especially in the background, militate against the 
impressive effect of this work.—-Of many very fine 
studies of landscapes by M. J. Dupré we can, for 
lack of space, refer only to 4 Marine View (25), 
a masterly picture of waves tumbling on sands. 
The Pyrences (32) is very fine indeed, absolutely 
grand in its noble treatment of atmosphere, land 
contours and grave colouring. It shows a plain in 
all its diversity, bounded by distant mountains 
that are beautifully drawn. Notice likewise, by 
the same, Night (28), The Shepherd and his Flock 
(33), Sunset (37), Outbuildings of a Farm (44), 
River Scene (57), A Mountain Stream (63), Sunset 
(64), Morning Effect (68), Near the Isle of Adam 
(69), The Boat (73), and others, all by the same: 

With two pictures by Ingres our review must 
conclude. We have said enough to interest our 
readers in this rich collection, The pictures now 
in question are small, and evidently early works of 
the deceased master. The Odyssey (26) is treated 
in the severe, almost monumental manner and 
sculpturesque mode which distinguished the ar- 
tist at all times. The great epic is personified 
by a seated female figure, clad in green, and in a 
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contemplative attitude, holding a broken Greek oar 
in her hand, while before her crossed feet appears 
the carved prow of an antique galley. The flesh 
and drapery are exquisitely modelled, and painted 
in rather a dull, low key of colour, with a dark 
packground. The expression is dignified and 
sedate, but not sad, so as to be in keeping with the 
yivacity of the poem which is suggested. The 
fellow work is styled The Iliad (29), also repre- 
sented by a seated figure, which holds a lance, is 
clad in red, and has the face turned on the shoulder, 
so as to be in full view. The drapery of this symbolic 
figure is painted with even greater care and skill 
than that of its companion. Activity, endurance, 
suffering, and the assurance of victory over many 
ills are suggested by the features, the attitude 
and the well-considered colouring of this remarkable 
work. The shadows of the flesh are extremely 


brown. 








Fine-Art Gassip. 


Tuer Exhibition of pictures and drawings con- 
tributed for the benefit of the distressed peasantry 
of France will be opened at the gallery of the 
Society of British Artists, Suffolk Street, Pall Mall, 
on Monday next. The private view takes place to- 
day (Saturday). 


Tue private view of the Winter Exhibition of 
Sketches and Studies by Members of the Institute 
of Painters in Water Colours will take place at the 
gallery of the Institute, Pall Mall, today (17th 
inst.). The gallery will be opened to the public 
on Monday, the 19th inst. 


Our readers who have so often profited by the 
exhibition of art-treasures from the rich collections 
of Mr. John Henderson, one of the most wealthy 
and liberal men in England in these matters, will 
be glad to learn that, although he has suffered con- 
siderably in health of late, and undergone several 
painful surgical operations, he is now in a fair way 
towards recovery. 


A CorRESPONDENT writes to us to call attention to 
the administration of the Picture-Gallery of Dulwich 
College:—“On the 1st of October last I went thither 
to obtain a sketch of a figure in one of Rubens’ oil 
studies. With a small octavo sketch-book and 
pencil I took my stand before the picture, but had 
not been engaged five minutes before the porter 
requested me to desist. I naturally hesitated, 
wondering what harm I was doing or what incon- 
venience I was causing, that could justify this 
dog-in-the-manger-like proceeding ; but the poor 
man begged so hard for his own sake, that I shut 
my book, resolving to complain to the Governors, 
which I did, reminding them that a picture-gallery 
was the artist’s library of reference. I - coane 
them that to an artist or amateur from the country 
or from abroad the necessity of applying to them 
for permission to make a sketch, even on his 
thumb-nail, must act as an absolute prohibition to 
copy at all, seeing (as was proved in my case) that 
a month might elapse before his request would 
be even considered ; and, for the honour of our 
country, I hoped that no foreigner would meet 
with such hindrance in attempting to ca 
away with him a few souvenirs of the admirable 
works in the collection. This is the reply (my 
letter was dated Oct. 4,—the reply, Nov. 9):— 
‘Sir,—I am requested by the Governors of this 
College to inform you that no visitor is per- 
mitted to copy, in any way, any picture, but on 
a regular permission granted in the usual manner,’ 
Signed, H. J. Wood, Assistant Clerk.—I again 
wrote, asking how to make application and under 
what conditions it would be granted. Thirteen 
days after, I received the following reply :—‘ Appli- 
cation must be made to the Governors, specifying 
the pictures you intend to copy, not exceeding 
four on one application” You will perceive 
that this restricted permission, granted probably 
a month or more after the application, closes the 
gallery against the artist who, in intervals of the 
practice of his profession, may wish to obtain and 
to preserve some memoranda of the modes and 
designs of greater men... . An artist of repute, 





Mr. Heaphy, wrote in the summer asking to be 
allowed to copy a Murillo in the gallery ; and as 
yet (Dec. 5) he has received no reply, although in 
mean time he has been to Dulwich to inquire 
or one. 


THE Graphic sends us ‘a choice impression from 
an engraving, copies of which every one must have 
seen, representing the empty study of Dickens, 
entitled, ‘The Empty Chair—Gad’s Hill. The 
work is suited to its purpose, and was designed 
by Mr. Fildes. The wooden seat of the great 
novelist stands by the table where he worked, 
and which was placed in the bay-window, which 
commanded a cheerful view. A huge waste-paper 
basket stands by the desk; an occasional table is in 
the centre of the room; book-cases line the walls. 
Altogether, the place, except for the empty 
chair, looks just such a cheerful workshop as 
the novelist would desire. Remembering that this 
engraving is intended for popular service, we are 
glad to be able to congratulate our contemporary 
on having produced what is at once pathetic, 
genial, very good indeed in art, and in good taste. 
Such works are but too commonly sentimental, 
gaudy, bad in art, and even questionable in taste.

MORE LAST WORDS ABUUT ‘DON GIOVANNI.’ 


THERE is no more interesting feature of the 
musical period in which we are living, than the 
number of cheap publications of the classics of 
music. Whereas the trashiest ballad keeps up its old 

rice, and helps to fill the money-chest of the pub- 
ishing houses, for almost as small a price the 
lover of better things may provide himself with, in 
some respects, a well-edited pianoforte score of the 
great Oratorio or Opera he is about to hear. Thirty 
ears ago such capacity among us, of following music 
. the eye was rare, and therefore there was no such 
demand among our audiences. For half-a-crown 
the concert-goer may now have his Hand-book of 
Handel’s oratorios, or of Mozart’s operas, or Beet- 
hoven’s opera—clearly printed in musical type; for 
eighteenpence extra, a “Royal Edition”—to quote 
“the style and title” adopted by Messrs. Boosey & 
Son for the fortnightly series, publishing by them 
under the superintendence of Mr. Pittman and Mr. 
A. 8S. Sullivan, with occasional notes and prefaces 
by that always zealous amateur, and oftentimes 
pleasant writer, Mr. Grove, of Sydenham. The 
type of these publications is clear; the musical 
arrangements are accessible. ‘ Fidelio’ and ‘ Don 
Giovanni’ have been issued. The first opera is 
reluded by the four overtures written for it by 
ethoven—a happy thought. Mozart’s master- 
piece has been less carefully edited. It would seem 
as if the persons concerned in the publication were 
not acquainted with the magnificent edition of 
the score printed from the original manuscript in 
Madame Viardot’s possession, by Le Baron A. von 





Wolzogen, and Dr. Gugler—with a preface indicat- 
ing changes and modifications made by the com- 
ser: some of t importance—which is ex- 
ustive as a piece of musical editorship. There is, 
possibly, no edition of any classic extant more 
complete than the one in question: and it is an 
oversight not to have even named it. 

It may be supposed that these operas are meant 
to be sung and said, as well as seen, in Eng- 
lish translation. Therefore, it might have been 
well to give educated and intelligent English 
— words which they can deliver, and their 
audiences follow and accept, with intelligence, and 
without chance of derision. The money spent on 
the handsome book-covers of this edition might have 
been more serviceably bestowed on a translated 
text superior to the one put forth. The English 
version must be rejected as unvocal and homely, 
to speak gently. The school of English singing 
is thus agony Sec down; since our young 
artists may well excused for mystifying their 
vowels, or for muttering or mumbling,—in place of 
es great musical thoughts in grammatical 
and refined text. There is no language sung so 
ill as our own: but the fault does not therefore 
always lie so much with the speakers, as in those 
providing them with the “wherewithal.” It would 
serve no good purpose to illustrate what has been 
remarked by citation. Enough to state my opinion, 
that for the purposes of a Hand-edition it might 
have been better to have issued the text in the 
original languages—Italian or German, as may be, 
both largely understood by our audiences,— with 
a concise English analysis of the scenes as they 
pass—for the benefit of those less lettered—in place 
of such a miserable version as is here set before the 
public. The old opera-book translations, containing 
such flowers of rhetoric as the following— 


Let crape and other black draperies 
Signalize this melancholy day. 


are not fuller of “ pastime and particularity” than 
the words of this “ Royal Edition.” This is a pity; 
the undertaking being per se excellent: and in many 
respects deserving of alt support. 

In addition to the list of musical works founded 
on the story of ‘Don Juan’ may be mentioned 
Gluck’s ballet of ‘Dom Juan,’ which—there 
can be no question with any one who exam- 
ines the two scores—suggested to Mozart some 
of the best musical effects of his imperishable 
opera. With regard to plays on the subject, it 
may be added, that there are two ‘Don Juan’ 
stories: the one of ‘Don Juan de Tenorio,’ set by 
Moliére ; the other, ‘Don Juan de Marana,’ wrought 
up into one of the fiercest of fierce melo-dramas, 
by M. Alexandre Dumas. H. F. Cuorzey. 








THE ORATORIO ‘ST, PETER.’ 


THE book and music of ‘St. Peter’ were noticed 
in the Atheneum (ante, 2236 and 2237) after the 
roduction of the work, on the 2nd of September 
t, at the Birmingham Musical Festival, when the 
composer was also the conductor. Its reception had 
all the outward signs of a signal success, the Presi- 
dent of the Meeting (the Earl of Bradford) encored 
—first, the chorus, “ The Lord be a lamp ”—next, 
the unaccompanied quartet, “O, come let us sing” 
—and, thirdly, the air, “I mourn as a dove,” sun 
by Malle. Tietjens. Probably, if the ballot hi 
been resorted to, in order to arrive at the reab 
opinions of the vast majority in the Town Hall, 
the finest air in the oratorio, “ O, thou afflicted,” 
assigned to a contralto, and expressively sung by 
Madame Patey, and the song allotted to the basso, 
“© that my head were waters,” most expressively 
rendered by Mr. Santley, would have commanded 
the suffrages of the hearers, whose sympathies, even 
if not displayed by noisy manifestation, can be 
easily ascertained. ‘St. Peter’ has been now heard 
in London, with the prestige gained at Birming- 
ham, but without the orchestral and choral re- 
sources, which alone, so far as regards the score 
itself, can belong to the triennial Festivals. But 
the oratorio is tried in London in a much more 
advantageous manner; for the composer, despite 
the fever and excitement of a first hearing, and the 
inconsiderate eulogiums of strong partisans, has 
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re-considered his oratorio, with a view to its reten- 
tion in the list of sacred works. Present popularity, 
and permanent reputation, are two very different 
things to the musician who aims at the highest 
order of art. It has been affirmed that musical 
inspiration has ceased since Mendelssohn’s death; 
that we must live on the past until the hopes 
of the future are realized; that Sir M. Costa’s 
‘Eli’ and ‘Naaman,’ which have stood their 
ground, are based on Italian conventionalism; 
that the two works are not Germanic, and are 
therefore heterodox. Certain it is that since ‘St. 


. Paul’ and ‘ Elijah, every new Oratorio has failed 


except the two productions of the Italian maestro. 
Where are the massiveness, the grandeur, the 
ower, the majesty of the Handelian choruses ? 
here is the solidity, where is the profundity, 
and where—oh! where, is the melodic inspira- 
tion withal of Bach? Is fugue extinct? Cannot 
counterpoint be wedded with music appealing tc 
the heart? Interrogatories might be extended 
ad infinitum, but the question remains, “ Who is 
to sit out, and stand besides, three hours of oratorio 
music,” unless there be something to stir the soul, to 
interest the intellect, and please the masses theyknow 
not why, they care not wherefore? What is required 
in oratorio, what is imperative indeed, is the quali- 
ties of devotion, pathos, power, variety and inten- 
sity. Are these attributes to be found in ‘St. Peter’? 
It is no reply to the query to assert that Mr. Benedict 
is a consummate as well as conscientious composer 
—that he has won his spurs as a chivalric writer in 
“The Crusaders, —that he evinced his melodious 
intuitions in ‘The Lily of Killarney,—and that 
in the ‘St. Cecilia’ he displayed signs and tokens 
of becoming the oratorio composer in future. Mr. 
Benedict’s gifts as a musician no one disputes; 
but to soar into the highest regions of the 
sublime exacts qualifications greater than those 
based on the possession of mere form. There 
must be ideas, and novel ones too, or it is absurd 
to prate about genius. Every composer owes 
something more or less to his predecessors, but it 
is for the master mind to emancipate itself from 
the thoughts of others, and to graft upon them the 
type of individuality, and the display of originality; 
to use examples, but not to follow them servilely. 
The rehearing of ‘St. Peter’ will not make con- 
verts of those who could not regard the work 
as a masterpiece when executed at Birmingham. 
The selection of the subject, it must be emphatically 
repeated, even without Mendelssohn’s opinion on 
the matter, was a mistake. ‘St. Peter’ cannot 
compete in interest with ‘St. Paul.’ Look at the 
labours and career of the latter, from the period he 
was the persecutor and blasphemer, to the day of 
his death at Rome. What a series of events in his 
travels !—what commentaries in his epistles! How 
meagre is the account of St. Peter. He may or 
may not have been in Rome; Scripture leaves 
him in Antioch some fifty years after Christ. 
There are two splendid epistles from his pen ; 
faithful and domestic in their expressions. He did 
little with the Gentiles, like St. Paul ; but he effected 
much in conversion amongst the Jews. Was he 
crucified at Rome when St. Paul was beheaded ? 
Everything, indeed, connected with St. Peter is 
in doubt after Antioch. Mendelssohn, therefore, 
shrank from setting the incidents of the Apostle’s 
life ; and this abstinence on the part of so severe 
a judge as that composer was in the choice of 
his themes for music, naturally suggests the inquiry 
how Mr. Benedict should have been associated 
with certain authors to treat the career of St. Peter. 
The answer is obvious. Mendelssohn’s strong and 
determined objections to make ‘St. Peter’ a com- 
panion oratorio to ‘St. Paul,’ were only made known 
in recent years, long after Mr. Chorley conceived 
the notion of working with Mr. Benedict. The 
imbroglio which ensued from the “ collaboration ” 
is well known to the readers of the Atheneum. 
The result is this: that there are two books of 
‘St. Peter, upon which the composer has worked ; 
there have been two Richmonds in the field, and 
if Richard was not killed by the one, he has been 
at all events destroyed by the other. When the two 
successive articles appeared in the Atheneum of the 





3rd and 10th of September last, the writer had 
only seen the published version as used at the Bir- 
mingham Festival: but having been favoured with 
the MS. copy of Mr. Chorley’s book, rejected by 
Mr. Benedict in favour of the living ‘ Concordance,’ 
he does not hesitate to say that of the two 
books, the one declined is infinitely the better, 
for it is much more dramatic (nct theatrical) 
—infinitely more varied in incidents, and pre- 
sents the Apostle St. Peter more in the light 
of a Protagonist than the ‘Concordance’ “ver- 
sion does. At the same time, it must be avowed 
that neither of the two books presents the great 
Pillar of the Church in such a prominent light 
as ‘St. Paul” Mendelssohn’s judgment is not to 
be impugned; he felt that the Divine Master 
was the grand figure in St. Peter’s career. Whether 
any book could have been written to have culmi- 
nated with the instalment of the Apostle in the 
Papal Chair at Rome, is not now the question. 
Such a libretto might have suited Spain and Italy; 
here it would have been an impossibility. “Thou art 
Peter, and on this Rock I will build my Church,” 
might have proved eminently suggestive to a 
Mendelssohn or a Meyerbeer. Mr. Chorley possibly 
felt the difficulty of lack of incident ; he therefore, 
after the call of the first disciple at Galilee, intro- 
duced the bridal scene at Cana with the first miracle, 
in which the water was made wine, prior to the 
storm at sea. The Cana episode Mr. Benedict has 
not treated. In the second part, Mr. Chorley’s book 
has St. Peter’s confidence in his Master, the entry 
into Jerusalem, St. Peter’s denial of Christ, the 
Crucifixion, the two Marys at the sepulchre, the 
burial chant, St. Peter’s repentance, the Ascension, 
and the Hosanna thereon. In the third part, the 
Apostle appears as the Protagonist, and the death 
scenes of Ananiasand Sapphiraare treated, the whole 
concluding with the prison scene, and the deliver- 
ance therefrom of St. Peter by the angel. By some 
unaccountable fatuity or fatality, every striking 
dramatic scene has been cut out of Mr. Chorley’s 
version by his ‘Concordance’ successor. As book 
number two now stands, there are five sections of 
the sacred story—the divine call, the trial of faith, 
the denial, the repentance, and the deliverance ; 
and the effect of this clumsily-contrived sequence of 
incidents is, that the actual libretto is monotonous 
and wearisome. It is, indeed, a martyrdom of 
the Apostle. It is surprising that in the two 
books of ‘St. Peter, the writers should have 
steered so clear of the apostle’s miracles ; surely 
those of the raising from the dead, and also of the 
cures of ills, might have been used; and the trance 
of St. Peter at Joppa, and the scene with Cornelius, 
were events fitted for musical setting. If tradition 
could have been used, and St. Peterand St. Paul could 
have been brought together in the same prison at 
Rome, there was another field for imaginative com- 
position. But it is useless to dwell upon omissions 
or commissions. The career of St. Peter is not a sug- 
gestive subject for a great musician; still less so 
if the fisherman is to be presented neither as a 
disciple nor as an apostle. He is not to be treated 
either symbolically or representatively,—one of the 
oddest modes of dealing with scriptural history 
which has yet been presented; and the composer 
has vainly striven against such depressing hand- 
ling. All that scholarly erudition can achieve, he 
has done; but it is a heavy work on the whole, 
relieved here and there chiefly by some brilliant 
vocal exercises—solos of much too secular a 
character. 

The promised “cuts” have not extended to the 
length required. At Birmingham, the oratorio lasted 
nearly three hours and a half, without counting 
the pause between the parts. In St. James’s Hall, 
the duration of the performance was just three 
hours and twenty minutes, exclusive of the interval 
of relaxation. The main excisions since the first 
edition are the two Choruses, Nos. 29 and 31 
(“How art thou fallen” and “God spake unto 
Moses”), and No. 42, the trio for three female 
voices (“ How long wilt thou forget”). To these 
sacrifices might have been added the unaccom- 
panied quartet, ““O, come let us sing,” which is 
feeble (although it did command encores both here 





and at Birmingham, audiences liking to compli- 
ment leading solo singers, when they are not sus- 
tained by the orchestra), and many of the recitatives 
and choruses in hoth parts. What is wanted in 
the music is contrast and relief. Take three of 
the airs of the tenor, the contralto, and the bass 
—they were all in themselves intrinsically good 

but the tone of which is uniformly mournful, 
Can anything be conceived in worse judgment than 
the introduction of the two bravura airs for the 
prima donna,—the first rondo finale being placed 
before the miracle of the Trial of Faith is accom- 
plished, instead of coming, if used at all, after 
Peter is saved from sinking, and the second jubi- 
lant series of melodies, “Gird up thy loins,” is 
heard before the Angel has released him from 
bondage? Other instances of want of tact might 
be quoted did space permit. As regards the 
ensemble in London, it was very inferior to that 
of Birmingham. Able musician as is Herr Stock- 
hausen, he was not effective as a substitute fur Mr, 
Santley. The German lacks dramatic intensity, 
and therefore did not succeed in lightening the 
heaviness of the music assigned to St. Peter, who is 
neither Saint, Apostle, nor Protagonist, according 
to the librettist. Mr. Sims Reeves sang superbly; 
nothing could be finer than his delivery of the 
air “The Lord is very pitiful.” Mr. Raynham, 
a new tenor, with a voice of some power, emitted 
too nasally, by his distinct enunciation of the 
words, must be accepted as a singer of promise. 
The most successful display of pure vocalization 
on the part of Mdlle. Tietjens was in the simple 
solo “I mourn as a dove”; she never did shine 
in the execution of florid music, although by 
her power of sustaining high notes, she carries 
her hearers with her. But the real success of 
Tuesday night in ‘St. Peter’ was the singing of the 
contralto part by Madame Patey; and the com- 
poser is fairly entitled to share in the sensation 
caused by the artiste, for his setting of the recita- 
tive and airs for her special organ leaves nothing to 
be desired. Had the entire oratorio been in the 
same devotional and elevated strain, there would 
have been but one opinion—‘ St. Peter’ would be 
pronounced a masterpiece. One of the most extra- 
ordinary incidents of the evening was the re-demand 
for the singing ofa passage of recitative by Madame 
Patey, so impressively was it delivered. Duprez 
used to be encored in the opening recitative of 
Arnold in ‘ William Tell’; Alboni, on the first night 
she sang Arsace, was similarly honoured when 
she had sung only a few bars of the recitative; but 
the instances of such manifestations are indeed 
rare. The air “O, thou afflicted” was encored of 
course, for it is the perfection of really devout 
resignation and comfort. It would be useless to 
refer in detail to several minor alterations and 
compressions, because these have not sufficed to 
alter the main features of the score, which is still 
of inordinate length, and is therefore tedious and 
wearisome to listen to. Once more it must be 
emphatically stated, that Mendelssohn did right 
not to set the subject of ‘St. Peter.’ 





BEETHOVEN CELEBRATIONS. 

THE commemorations are drawing to a close. 
On the 16th inst. the Sacred Harmonic Society 
contributed their quota to the manifestations in 
honour of Beethoven by a performance of his only 
Oratorio, ‘The Mount of Olives,’ and of his first 
Mass, conducted by Sir Michael Costa. On the 
17th, the anniversary of Beethoven’s birth, the 
Crystal Palace Directors offer a special treat by 
giving the Choral Symphony No. 9, the Choral 
Fantasia (Pianoforte, Madame Arabella Goddard), 
and the two Overtures, ‘Prometheus’ and ‘ Leonora’ 
(the third of the ‘ Fidelio’ preludes), besides vocal 
solos. The Monday Popular Concerts will not be 
behindhand in the demonstrations on the 17th 
(Saturday): their scheme will include the string 
Quartet in c, Op. 59; the Trio in E flat, Op. 70, No. 2; 
and the Pianoforte Sonatainc major, Op. 53. The 
staff of executants comprises the names of Madame 
Norman-Neruda, Herr Halle, Signor Piatti, Herr 
Stockhausen, Messrs. Ries and Straus, Covent 
Garden Theatre will wind up the week’s Beet- 
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hoven doings by a representation of ‘ Fidelio’ on 
the Saturday evening. There is little to provoke 
discussion in what has been achieved since the last 
issue of the Athenewm. At the Crystal Palace, on 
the 10th, the execution of the Septet in # flat, Op. 20, 
by the employment of all the stringed instruments, 
js not an example to be imitated, although it has the 
authority of Habeneck, at the Conservatoire in Paris, 
and of M. Pasdeloup, at the Sunday Popular Con- 
certs, to justify the innovation. But the Parisian 
string orchestras had anadvantagein the tone of their 
players and in their finish and refinement, which the 
bard-worked band of Herr Manns does not possess. 
Admitting the precision of the cadenza from the 
united violins, the composer’s ideas are perverted 
by this unnatural amplification of instruments. 
Exactitude does not imply finish, and metronomic 
unity becomes often monotonous. Whilst the full 
orchestral thunder was put in requisition for the 
Septet at the Palace, there was a quieter and more 
classical reading of it going on in St. James’s 
Hall, the performers being Herr Straus, Mr. Zerbini, 
Signor Piatti and Mr. Reynolds (string); Messrs. 
Lazarus, C. Harper and Hutchings (clarionet, horn 
and bassoon). The Crystal Palace added the noble 
Overture ‘Coriolanus’ to the Septet; the St. 
James’s Hall gave, in addition to the Septuor, 
the string Quartet in F major, Op. 59, No. 1, 
finely played by Messrs. Straus, Ries, Zerbini and 
Piatti; and a charming interpretation of the 
Pianoforte Sonata in @ major, Op. 29, by Madame 
Arabella Goddard, the attraction being supple- 
mented by Herr Stockhausen’s artistic singing of 
the songs of Beethoven. As an interesting feature 
of art advancement in this country, these honours 
to Beethoven during the year 1870 must entitle 
us to sympathy and consideration, even from those 
foreigners who are most disposed to deny our 
claims to be considered a musical nation. 








Musical Gossip. 


Ir will afford pleasure to musical circles to 
learn that M. Gounod is devoting his hours of exile 
to the completion of his grand opera, the ‘ Poly- 
eucte’ of Corneille, and to the composition of an 
oratorio, the book of which has also been written 
by M. Gounod, the subject being Calvary and the 
Redemption, he having versified a portion of the 
Scriptural text. 


A ser of part-songs for male voices, by M. 
Gounod, has just been published in Germany; 
where his music has taken deep root. 

ANOTHER new oratorio will be produced in due 
course : in this instance by an English composer— 
Mr. Cusins, the conductor of the concerts of the 
Ancient Philharmonic Society. He has taken as 
his theme ‘ Gideon,’ but he proposes to confine the 
music within the limits of the sacred cantata, that 
is, not to exceed one hour and a half in the per- 
formance of the work. 


Ir is stated that Madame Arabella Goddard will 
take her farewell of the public in March next, her 
final performance being at the Monday Popular 
Concerts. This retirement is to be regretted, for 
this lady has raised her reputation of late years 
to the highest pitch, whether as a player of 
classical chamber compositions or as a concerto 
performer of orchestral works by the first masters. 
No artiste in her sphere of action has done more 
to disinter and revive the best pianoforte produc- 
tions of the old school. 

THe Royal Gallery of Illustration has been 
re-opened for the season, with the operettas ‘ Ages 
Ago’ and ‘The Rival Composers.’ In addition to 
Mr. and Mrs. German Reed, Miss Holland, Mr. 
Corney Grain and Mr. Arthur Cecil appear in the 
musical pieces. 

TuE first and second parts of J. S. Bach’s Christ- 
mas Oratorio were rehearsed at the Royal Academy 
of Music by the pupils, on the 13th inst. 

Mr. G. W. Martin conducted a concert of war 
and patriotic songs in Exeter Hall, on Monday 
night. The programme was much the same as at 
his preceding belligerent entertainments at the 
Crystal Palace. The auditory was free from the 





excitement which was evinced at Sydenham; 
the chief exhibition of feeling being shown when 
Mr. Martin’s own composition, ‘Wake, ye lovers 
of freedom, awake,’ which, being Gallican in tone, 
exacted an encore. 


THE annual choral festival of the College of 
Organists was celebrated, on the 16th inst., at St. 
George’s Church, Bloomsbury: the players were 
Messrs. J. Coward and F, E. Gladstone. 


Mr. C. W. Lz Jeuns, assisted by Charles and 
Arthur Le Jeune, gave an evening concert on the 
14th inst., to exhibit the qualities of their new 
instrument, the “Clavo-Glissando.” It is played 
with the key-board ; but the inventors claim the 
credit of being enabled to produce therefrom “a 
most perfect glissando or portamento, hitherto 
exclusively peculiar to the violin or to the voice, 
and, in addition to this, of producing the tones of 
various wind instruments.” Inventions of this 
kind have been endless, but with no practical 
purpose. The brothers Le Jeune are really clever 
players on the organ or harmonium. 


THE music of the new opera-burlesque of 
‘Aladdin No. 2,’ to be produced at the Gaiety, 
has been composed by M. Hervé; the book is by 
Mr. Alfred Thompson.—Mr. Dion Boucicault’s 
version of Charles Dickens’s ‘Cricket on the 
Hearth’ is announced as a musical drama at the 
same theatre, the musicselected by Herr Meyer Lutz. 


THERE was a Beethoven night on the 13th at 
the Monthly Popular Concerts given at Brixton, 
at which the players were Messrs. H. and R. Bla- 
grove, Aylward, and Ridley Prentice ; the singers 
were Miss Blanche Cole and Mr. Harley Vinning. 


Tue popular ballad singer, Miss Poole, has 
re-appeared at an evening concert, proving that 
time has, indeed, dealt gently with her sympathetic 
voice. 

Mapame Viarpor will sing the contralto music 
in ‘The Messiah,’ at the 39th annual Christmas 
performance by the Sacred Harmonic Society, next 
Friday, the 23rd inst. The soprano will be Madame 
Sinico, the tenor Mr. Vernon Rigby, and the basso 
Signor Foli; Sir Michael Costa conducting. 


Mr. A.Sutzivan’s charming ‘Ouvertura del Ballo,’ 
written for the Birmingham Festival, has apparently, 
and deservedly, got a firm hold on our public. It 
was performed the other day at one of the Liver- 
pool Philharmonic Concerts, with complete success. 
There is more talent in this sparkling prelude 
than in ninety-nine out of the hundred outpourings 
of science from beneath a perriwig, called overtures, 
to which those who are addicted to what is “ calm 
and classical” have awarded critical honours.—That 
best of English musical farces, his ‘Box and Cox,’ 
is, we perceive—or is to be immediately—published. 


Amonest the different performances for the 
celebration of the anniversary of Beethoven’s birth- 
day in Germany are the following :—at the Court 
Theatre of Munich there was a Concert on a large 
scale, which commenced with a Prologue in verse 
by Herr. Martin Greif, and the programme of 
which included one of the Symphonies and the 
Mass in c. At Bonn the new Beethoven Hall 
was solemnly opened, and at Leipzig, the mem- 
bers of the Art Institutes joined together to do 
honour to the festival-day, and a whole week was 
devoted to Beethoven, during which his compo- 
sitions were solely performed. The Beethoven 
Week began on Sunday, the 11th inst., with 
a solemn church service. On Monday, in the 
evening, at the Theatre, some of his greatest com- 
positions were performed; on Tuesday, a selection 
of Chamber Music; on Wednesday, a second per- 
formance at the Theatre; on Thursday a Gewand- 


haus concert, and on the two last days of the 


week festival performances at the Theatre. 


‘La Copa DEL CuorE’ is the title of the new 
opera by Signor Cortesi, which will be performed 
for the first time at the Pagliano Theatre. 

Ar the Royal Alfieri Theatre, on the 30th of 
November, an interesting performance took place, 
for the benefit of the sufferers by the earthquakes 
in Calabria.and in Romagna. The entertainment 





was organized by Signora Clelia Gros, with the 
assistance of her pupils, and especially with the 
aid of Signora Daria Cutini-Mancini. 

At the Rossini Theatre, Florence, the opera of 
‘Ernani’ has been performed, with the ballet 
entitled ‘La Dea dei Mari 

Apropos of the pedants who have been cruder in 
nothing than their talk about “inner meaning,” 
“plagiarism,” and such matters, attention is due to 
a recent article in the Orchestra touching the mis- 
deeds—say rather the good deeds—of Handel ; 
who, rich and noble as he was, laid hands on and 
beautified whatever it pleased him to appropriate, 
or recurred to his memory unconsciously. This paper 
contains the plain, healthy truth as regards musi- 
cal invention—or rather the adaptation and appli- 
cation of certain notes to certain phrases of expres- 
sion. Mozart’s ‘Life let us cherish’ is reproduced 
(confessedly) in the prelude to Rossini’s ‘Semira- 
mide’ overture; and Rossini’s phrase again (by 
merely a transformation of the tempo), in that 
most magnificent piece of modern combination in 
oratorio music—the ‘Sanctus, in Mendelssohn’s 
‘ Elijah,’ 








DRAMA 
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OPERA COMIQUE. 


Tue last week of Mdlle. Déjazet’s renewed en- 
gagement has witnessed the production of the 
comédie-vaudeville of MM. Bayard and Dumanoir, 
‘Le Vicomte de Létoriéres.’ This piece, originally 
produced at the Palais Royal, in 1842, is based 
upon a well-known novel of Eugéne Sue, and is, as 
far as incidents are concerned, exceedingly like 
the ‘ Marquis de Lauzun,’ in which Mdlle. Déjazet 
has already appeared. The Vicomte de Létoriéres 
possesses a Sheridan-like gift of fascinating those 
with whom he comes in contact, and employs it with 
considerable shrewdness and application in the 
thoroughly congenial task of furthering his own 
interests. He is penniless at the commencement 
of the story, though a lawsuit pending between 
himself and a certain Baron d’Hugeon may, at any 
moment, restore him to affluence. To win this suit 
becomes, accordingly, the one object of his efforts. 
For this end he puts forth his unequalled powers, 
and all with whom he entertains the most passing 
relations yield to his fascination, and melt like 
snowballs in front of a Christmas fire. His tailor 
supplies him with the costliest suits, and is content 
to wait for payment till the issue, by no means 
hopeful, of the trial. The driver who carries him 
through the rain not only declines payment, but 
offers to lend him money. Women, tradesmen, 
advocates, marshals of France, the king himself, 
yield to his influence, and the prize he covets falls 
easily into his mouth. A stern critic or a rigid 
moralist might urge that the courses by which this 
result is obtained are not the most straightforward, 
and that the fascinating Vicomte de Létoriéres is, 
in fact, an unprincipled libertine and liar. Such 
conclusions, however, scarcely arise until the per- 
formance is over, since Mdlle. Déjazet contrives, 
as exponent of the character, to include the au- 
dience among those brought under the spell. The 
world, too, is tolerant of criminals of this class, 
when they are good-looking and suceessful. The 
comedy was respectably performed. As the Baron 
WHugeon, M. Legrenay gave an amusing repre- 
sentation of high-bred insolence and stupidity. M. 
Tourtois presented fairly the magistrate Desper- 
riéres, who keeps bottles of choice cognac in cases 
shaped like books, and labelled with the names of 
eminent jurists. M. Lacombe, as the Prince de 
Soubise, and M. Lucien Gothi, as the tutor of the 
Vicomte, who pawns his wardrobe in order to 
supply his pupil with funds, were also good ; and 
Malle. Thevenin, as Herminie, showed herself an 
agreeable ingénue. 





PRINCESS’'S THEATRE. 
Tue dramatic performances given at the Prin- 
cess’s, on Saturday, for the benefit of the Refugees 
Benevolent Fund, were characterized by little 
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novelty. M. Lafont appeared as the Comte in De 
Musset’s proverbe, ‘Il faut qu’une Porte soit 
Ouverte ou Fermée,’ a part he played last season 
at the same house. M. Hervé repeated his perform- 
ance previously given at the Lyceum of Le Compo- 
siteur Toqué, and Mdlle. Déjazet gave a musical 
recitation of the Lisette of Béranger. Mdlle. Léonide 
Leblanc obtained the honours of the day, playing 
Gabrielle in the vaudeville of MM. Scribe and 
Lemoine, ‘Une Femme qui se jette par la Fenétre, 
Nanette in ‘Jobin et Nanette,’ and the Cowntess 
in the proverbe of De Musset. The part last named 
she took in consequence of the illness of Mdlle. 
Duverger. It is scarcely suited to her talents, how- 
ever, which are seen to greater advantage when 
more scope is offered for the display of vivacity and 
animation. A large audience was attracted. The 
—— of so many French actors of merit in 
ndon suggests the inquiry, cannot the talents of 
these be utilized toa larger extent than has hitherto 
been attempted ? One surely of our many theatres 
might be spared for French Plays. The experiment 
that has been made at the Opéra Comique does not 
unite all available chances of success. There is not 
a public in London that will pay to see frequently 
one actress in parts so closely resembling each 
other as often to be undistinguishable. But a suc- 
cession of audiences might easily be got to witness 
good comedies performed as they might be by the 
actors now in London. Another suggestion wethrow 
forth. There are many would-be actors who pay 
considerable sums to so-called teachers to acquire 
habits of ranting and mouthing, of which if they are 
ever successful on the stage, it takes them long to 
divest themselves. A great gain would accrue to 
the future of acting in England if our young actors 
could obtain lessons from some of the artists now 
among us. An arrangement of this kind might 
surely be made, and it would have the double ad- 
vantage of benefiting our stage, and affording a 
substantial aid to the strangers whom unexampled 
misfortune has driven “ within our gates.” 





STANDARD THEATRE. 

THE once famous murder of the Duchesse de 
Choiseul-Praslin, at the instigation of her husband, 
if not by his hand, has supplied the groundwork 
of a five-act tragedy in blank verse, which, with 
the title of ‘The Wife’s Tragedy,’ was produced on 
Saturday last at the Standard. Mrs. Thomas, the 
author, has followed pretty closely the incidents of 
the crime, so far as they can be traced, and has 
assigned to its perpetrator the motive which popular 
suspicion ascribed to the Duke. She has, however, 
changed the names of the characters, and has car- 
ried back the action into the sixteenth or some 
earlier century. A strong drama of the Websterian 
type has thus been produced, with some merit of 
construction, and with a certain power of language. 
In the fourth act the dramatic interest, which has 
been maintained throughout the piece, culminates 
in a strong situation. The play is short, taking 
scarcely two hours in performance, and is free from 
any form of episode or from any but purely tragic 
interest. It shows much crudeness, and the charac- 
ter of its heroine is far too roughly sketched ; but 
the work, as a whole, is creditable. Great irregu- 
larity of metre was observable in the dialogue, but 
the blame of this can scarcely be ascribed to the 
author, seeing that some characters spoke in blank 
verse of legitimate construction, and others perpe- 
trated every form of metrical irregularity. In a 
case like this, it is but fair to assign the fault to the 
ignorance, idleness, or vanity of some of the actors. 
Miss Edith Heraud played with tenderness the part 
of the murdered Duchess, flashing, however, into 
fire when the motive of her own humiliation be- 
came apparent. She gave very finely the scene 
preceding the murder. Miss Mary Saunders, who 
_ played Bertha, the temptress who leads the Duke 
to the commission of the crime, was overweighted 
by her part. Acting of a very high order is necessary 
to render natural or probable a character such as 
she presented. As the Duke, Mr. Hamilton ranted 
in truly tragic fashion. The play was well received, 
and with a more careful representation might have 
a chance of gaining some popularity. 





Bramatic Gossip. 


Drury Lane and Covent Garden alone among 
west-end houses will produce pantomimes this 
Christmas, but this class of entertainment will, 
according to custom, be given at all eastern, 
transpontine, and suburban theatres. Burlesques, 
by various writers, will be produced at the Adelphi, 
the Gaiety, the Princess’s, the Strand, and the 
Globe. One house only announces a new comedy: 
this is the St. James’s, ai which a new play, 
entitled ‘War,’ by Mr. T. W. Robertson, is promised. 


Mr. Martin F. Tupper gave, on the 8th inst., 
at St. James’s Hall, the first of two readings from 
his own works and from the writings of Tennyson 
and Macaulay. The small audience at first attracted 
diminished gradually during the progress of the 
reading, which was not very animated, either as 
regards the matter or the style. 


Miss CusuMAvy, who, during many years of health, 
high spirits, and prosperity, after a long and hard 
theatrical career, “ held her own” at Rome, as one 
who there received the best from all countries 
graciously, has been stricken down by illness, and 
has returned to remain among “her own people” 
in America. She should not go from the Old 
World without a cordial expression of farewell due 
to a thorough artist and a noble-hearted woman, 
in whom geniality of nature and originality of 
purpose were strong enough to triumph over dis- 
advantages such as few would have been able to 
surmount. 

Tus evening French performances terminate at 
the Opéra Comique. The theatre will then close 
for a week, to re-open with a drama entitled 
‘Found Drowned,’ the subject of which is taken 
from the ‘ Mutual Friend’ of Charles Dickens, and 
with a burlesque. In the drama Messrs. Rowe, 
Emery, and M‘Intyre will take part. 


Kart Kurzxow’s new drama, ‘Der Gefangene 
von Metz,’ will be performed at Leipzig this season. 
The story of the drama belongs to the sixteenth 
century, and has no reference to the present war. 
After its run, a new tragedy, by Dr. Hans Mar- 
bach, entitled ‘ Timoleon,’ will be brought out. 


FRAULEIN JOSEPHINE GALLMEYER, the well- 
known actress, of Vienna, has just finished a short 
piece for the stage, entitled ‘Aus purem Hasz’ 
—Out of Pure Spite. According to the Illustrirte 
Zeitung it will shortly be brought out at the Ger- 
man Theatre of Pesth. 


‘Simson unD DELILA,’ a comedy, by Herr Emil 
Claar, which has been performed in several theatres 
of Germany, with marked success, has recently 
been produced, with similar good fortune, at the 
Court Theatre of Weimar, of which the author is 
manager. 


Art the Woltersdorff Theatre, in Berlin, a new 
drama entitled ‘Gewonnene Herzen,’ by Herr Hugo 
Miiller, has been very well received. The plot is 
founded on a pathetic and very interesting story. 


At the Dresden Court Theatre, Herr Karl 
Heigel’s ‘Des Kriegers Frau’—The Warrior's 
Wife—has met with much success: its production 
is specially & propos at this moment, when it 
appeals so forcibly to the hearts of the audience. 


Ar Olmiitz a new drama by Herr Bauernfield, 
entitled ‘ Landfrieden,’ has been very successful. 


‘La Nonna ScELLERATA, the new comedy by 
Signor Achille Torelli, has been unsuccessful at 
the Teatro del Corso of Bologna. Madame,Ristori 
was specially engaged to act the principal part, 
which created much dissatisfaction in the Bellotti- 
Bon Company. 

Tue other night, at the Pergola Theatre, on the 
occasion of the King’s visit, an accident to Madame 
Pocchini, the premiére danseuse, which might have 
been most serious in its consequences, caused the 
ballet to stop abruptly. Madame Pocchini, being 
insufficiently supported by one of the dancers, fell 
close to the opening of the prompter’s box, into 
which she only just escaped falling. Luckily, the 
injury she sustained was not dangerous, but she 








will be unable to appear for some little time, duri 
which Madame Zucchi will take her place. - 


A REMARKABLE novelty is being performed at 
the Berne Theatre, written entirely in the Bernese 
national dialect.

On the Origin of the Word “ Beg.”—{See Athen. 
No. 2249.)—In confirmation of R. M.’s suggestion 
that beggars was equivalent to bagmen, that is, 
those who bagged their alms in the shape of 
“ wittles,” I may mention that Baggergate is the 
original name, now fallen into disuse, of a lane out- 
side the Bar walls on the south side of the city of 
York. It leads from St. Clement’s Priory, which 
stood near the river Ouse, to St. Thomas’s Hospital, 
which was erected outside Micklegate Bar, in the 
fourteenth or fifteenth century, for the relief and 
sustentation of poor wayfarers. Baggergate, I need 
hardly say, means beggars’ road. Asan illustration 
of Northern dialect, I may add that—“ Get oot o’ 
me yat,” or gate, is a common expression in York- 
shire for—“ Get out of my way.”

Sheepish.— The word “sheepish” has altered 
curiously in meaning since the twelfth century.

Society, “sheepish men” are thus defined :—“ Some 
men lead a pure life, and neither do nor say any- 
thing unpleasant to their fellow-men, but love 
God, and go each day to church, as sheep to the 
fold, and give gladly their dues to the church, and 
alms to poor men, ‘and beth cleped shepisse men,’ 
(are called sheepish men).”—pp. 36-7. F. 


Bird or Bride?—In the name of all the unities 

I protest against Mr. Skeat’s dictum. Chaucer's 
text runs:— 

Her flesh was tender as dewe of floure, 

Her cheare was simple as bird in boure, 

As white as lily or rose in rise. 
Here all are natural symbols; dewe of floure, white 
as lily, rose in rise, sort well with bird in bower; 
but the unities are broken by introduction of a 
young woman by way of makeshift, whether mar- 
ried or single; the ill-made comparison jars upon 
the senses like a false harmony in music. A refer- 
ence to the French text for “espousée” does not 
prove Chaucer’s meaning, though it certainly raises 
the question; and the discrepancy in the spelling 
will not help us to a decision. I hold to the literal 
“bird in bower,” and note a quotation in Mr. 
Halliwell’s ‘ Archaic Dic.’ (i. 210), that seems to 
the purpose:— 

I am as jolly as brid [for bird] on bough. 


It seems to me that Chaucer meant to convey the 
same idea in other words, and has altered “ bough” 
into boure to suit his rhyme. A. H.
